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The History of the Election, of which the subsequent pages 
form a useful and faithful record, is so fully developed in the 
course of the introductory matter as to render comment or 
explanation unnecessary. The Election, and its result, will 
alike be memorable in future history as the first under the Bill 
for giving a new constitution to the country, so far as regards the 
distribution of the elective power and the constitution of the 
Commons'* House, as well as furnishing a test of the estimation 
in which the reflecting portion of the people of Northumberland 
hold one of the successful candidates, and the independent 
principles which he so ably espouses and maintains. 

The publishers are aware that, in works of this nature, it is 
impossible to guard totally against errors, especially in those 
instances where there are several electors of the same name, whose 
places of residence and other distinguishing particulars, are not 
fully set forth in the ofiicial poll-books. They beg, at the same 
time, that this admission may not be understood as an indirect 
apology for the following pages, neither labour nor expense having 
been spared to render the work as perfect and accurate as any 
similar one of equal extent ever published .

TO THE NOBILITY, GENTRY, CLERGY, FREE- 
HOLDERS, AND OTHERS, ELECTORS OF THE 
COUNTY OF NORTHUMBERLAND. 

Gentlemen, — Since the act is now passed by which you will be 
called upon to send two additional representatives to the new parliament, 
I trust, it is no longer premature to oflfer my Services for the Southern 
Division of the County. 

How far I may be qualified for the important trust of representing a 
large and wealthy district in parliament, you have the means of judging 
from the recollection of my former Service, and of the judgement, which 
the County passed upon it, when I was obliged by private circumstances 
to relinquish public affairs. I am not conscious ox having ever abused 
the discretion, with which the County honoured me, nor am I sensible 
of being less able at the present than I was at that time to serve my 
constituents with diligence and fidelity : Neither are my political 
Principles changed : They are, as they have always been, those upon 
which the civil and religious liberties of our Country were established by 
the revolution of 1688, and by the Settlement of the crown upon the 
Family of his present majesty ; And I call them Whig. 

As to reform of Parliament, I have always been and still continue its 
advocate. I could have voted for much of the bill, to the whole of which 
we must now submit, and, by our prudence in the use of its provisions, 
endeavour to secure the greatest possible advantages to our liberties. It 
is true, I could not have voted the disfranchisement of boroughs only 
because they were nomination boroughs ; for the power of nomination 
was secured to no one by law, and belonged by no means exclusively to 
members of the other house of parliament : It resulted from wesuth, 
which every man might acquire, and though chiefly in the hands of 
proprietors of land, was permanent in none. In some cases it decayed 
with wealth, out of which it liad grown ; In others, it was frequently 
broken through by the free spirit of the constituency, as we saw at 
Morpeth in 1802. But, to suppress rotten boroughs and enfranchise 
large towns, which is to transfer representation from decayed to growing 
wealth — To extend the too narrow constituency of boroughs, where it 
has been contracted for the purpose of establishing a power of nomination, 



which is to open ; but not to disfranchise — To encrease the number of 
County memoersj and extend the right of Voting to copyholders^ I should 
not only have been ready ; but most desirous to vote. 

I hope that^ neither these opinions upon the Bill^ nor the general 
principles which I declare^ disqualify me as a guardian of the liberties 
now provided for us ; at least if those liberties are to shew themselves^ 
upon practice^ more similar in character to the English revolution of 1688 
than to that of France in 1789. 

When the proper time for a canvass arrives, it will be the greatest 
pleasure to me to ask in person the votes of the Electors, and if you 
should honour me with your choice, my conduct in parliament would be 
at all times governed by a desire, to redress the grievances of the people 
— To relieve them from all unnecessary burthens, and to extend in all 
possible ways their powers of encreasing their own and the general 
wealth of our county in agriculture and manufacture and commerce.

Subjoinedis a report of the speeches upon this important occasion^ extracted 
from the Newcastle Journal of June 30 : — 

GENERAL MEETING OF MR. BELL'S FRIENDS. 

A general meeting of the friends of Mr. Bell^ to take the necessary 

steps to secure his return to Parliament as one of the members for the 

Southern Division of Northumberland^ was held in the Assembly Rooms 

of this town yesterday^ at twelve o'clock. The company consisted of 

gentlemen of the first rank and consideration in this division of the 

county ; but the crowded state of the room rendered recognition diilicult. 

We, however, observed the following : —

C. J. CLAVERING, Esq. (of Axwell Park, High Sheriff of the 
county of Durham), having been called to the chair, said, as there could 
be no doubt of the object for which they were assembled being well 
known to all present, he should not take up their time unnecessarily, but 
only observe, they were there for the purpose of supporting Mr. Bell in 
a contest, likely to be rather an arduous one^ against those whose opinions 
they could not approve ; and when he looked upon the respectable, 
numerous, and influential company assembled around him, he could not 
help considering it as a presage of success. (Cheers.) He should at 
once give way to those gentlemen who were prepared with resolutions. 

WILLIAM ORDE, Esq. (of Nunnykirk), then came forward, and 
proposed the first resolution, in the following terms : — Mr. Chainnan and 
Gentlemen, — Had I been aware, previous to entering this room, that the 
honour would have fallen to my lot of proposing this resolution, I would, 
in some d^ee, at leaKt, have endeavoured to prepare myself. (Hear, 
hear,) Nevertheless, I venture to assert, that tnough it might have 
fallen into more able hands, it could not have fallen into any more zealous. 
(Cheers.) It would ill become me to flinch in the cause of a gentleman 
who has sacrificed a considerable private fortune in behalf of the county, 
and for the benefit of his country. (Cheers.) The public character of 
the gentleman in whose behalf we have met, is well known to you all ; 
and when the merits of Mr. Bell are to be dwelt upon, no man will come 
forward more cheerfully than myself in proposing a resolution on the 
subject. (Applause.) When we consider the peculiarly dangerous 
doctrines now promulgated, every person that has at heart the preservation 
of the valuable institutions of this land, — this delightful, and I trust, still 
happy country, which has so long flourished underthose valuable institutions. 
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will be convinced men ought to be sent to Parliament who, like Mr. 
Bell, will support moderate, fair, and reasonable reforms, and that the 
changes still to be brought about should be laid upon the foundations of 
those institutions. (Great cheering,) I maintain that the manly straight- 
forward conduct of Mr. Bell, dissenting from him as I do upon some 
points, entitle him to the respect and support of all ; I admire his public 
conduct, and I venerate his private character. (Loud cheers,) I believe 
that no gentleman stands higher in the opinion of the members ol the 
House of Commons, as an useful and efficient representative, and I am 
persuaded no one ever paid more devoted attention to the interests of the 
great county of Northumberland at large, or to the local business of the 
town of Newcastle-upon-Tyne. (Great cheering,) There is no man 
who has paid a more proper deference to the commercial prosperity of 
the country, which has been so much injured by a repeal of those navi- 
gation laws, which I should like to see once more replaced on the statute 
book. (Cheers,) However beautiful may be the delusive theory of the 
doctrine of free trade, I do say, it has struck a blow at the maritime and 
commercial greatness of this country from which we shall not easily recover. 
(Hear, hear,) I trust, therefore, there will be a determined spirit among 
the respectable voters of this division of the county to support Mr. Befl 
against any combination of desperate men (Umd cheers) ; and we can 
do much towards maintaining our common rights and privileges by sending 
that gentleman to represent us in Parliament. (Great cheering,) The 
speaker then apologised for having detained them, and having read and 
proposed the first resolution as follows, sat down amidst great applause : — 

That the Coalition which has been formed in order to dictate to the Electors of the 
Southern Division of the County of Northumberland, whom they shall place in the 
situation of their Representatives, tends to throw into the hands of a few, the power 
of choosing for all, and is subversive of the independence of this division of the county. 

ADDISON JOHN CRESSWELL BAKER, Esq, in seconding 
the resolution, said he agreed most cordially in every sentiment that had 
been uttered by the gentleman who had so ably proposed it, and should 
not, consequently, detain them. The resolution was then carried 
uananimously ; as were all the subsequent ones. 

WILLIAM BURRELL, Esq. then spoke as follows : — Gentlemen, 
I have the honour to propose the second resolution, and in doing so, I beg 
to say that I agree especially with the latter part of the address you have 
just heard, that it becomes us more than ever to appoint honest and 
faithful representatives to watch and superintend our interests in Parlia- 
ment. (Hear, hear,) I shall only add my testimony to what has been 
already said in behalf of Mr. Bell. I have known him personally for 
some time, and I feel confident that a more independent man does not 
exist in this or in any other county. (Cheers,) The resolution was 
then read : — 

That the electors now present will, to the utmost of their power, resist this attempt, 
which, however, speciously disguised, Uiey can view in no other light than an attempt 
to deprive them of the freedom of election, and to convert an important district of^a 
great county into a cl(Mse borough. 

The motion was seconded, in appropriate terms, by MANSFELDT 
DE CARDONNEL LAWSON, Esq. 

WILLIAM CLARK, Esq. then addressed the meeting. I can 
only lament that I am unprepared to take a part in the business of the 
day, as I could have wished to have said some few things which my heart 
feels in favour of Mr. Bell. {Cheers,) I consider that he is the best 
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friend to commerce^ shippings and the general interests of the countnr 
that has yet offered himself to the notice of the electors ; and what I 
cannot do in words to prove how strongly I feel this to be true^ shall be 
done in deeds (cheers) ; and I shall be happy to take as active a part as I 
can among those few of my friends who may happen to have votes. It 
is cheering to see so many influential gentlemen at the present meetings 
and I agree with the remark of the worthy chairman, that it ausurs well 
for the success of the good cause. {Cheers.) My resolution is as 
follows : — 

That Mr. Bell is, in the opinion of this meeting, a fit person to represent this 
division of the county in parliament. He is neither the servile adherent nor the 
factious opponent of the ministry of the day. His conduct in public life has been 
open, manly, and consistent, and his exemplary attention to the business of the 
county, whilst he represented it in parliament, affords an earnest of his future 
usefulness. 

JOHN TINLEY, Esq. then came forward, and was received with 
great cheering. He spoke, as near as we could collect, as follows : — Mr. 
Chairman and Gentlemen, — It has devolved upon me to second this 
resolution, which I do with all my heart. {Hear, hear,) If ever there 
was a time when the electors of the County of Northumberland were 
called upon to exert themselves, now is the occasion. {Cheers.) An 
attempt is making by a party, taking advantage of the excitement that 
has been created by the Reform RiU, to prejudice Mr. Bell in the opinions 
of the electors for the county. Gentlemen, I would like to know what 
the views of this party are with reference to the Reform Bill. {Hear, 
hear.) My view of that measure is this : A large number of the repre- 
sentatives in parliament were irresponsible beings, not accountable to any 
one for their votes except to the peer, or rich commoner, who nominated 
them ; and a considerable portion of the people were not represented at 
all. The intention of the Reform Bill was to remedy these defects, and 
it has done so ; as no person can go to parliament without being account- 
able for his votes to a large and respectable constituency. The Reform 
Bill, therefore, has done its duty, and it seems to me a matter of perfect 
indifference whether the future members have been opponents or sup- 
porters of that measure. {Loud cheers.) What was the conduct of JVfr. 
Bell with reference to that measure ? Gentlemen, like all his actions, 
straight-forward, manly, and consistent. {Tremendous cheers.) From 
principle, Mr. Bell opposed this measure, considering it too sweeping in 
its operation. {Continued cheers.) No man differed more strongly from 
Mr. Bell on that point than myself, as I always was a firm supporter of 
the measure of Reform ; and I still think that, if properly and honestly 
worked, it will prove a conservative measure. Had not Mr. Bell, by 
such opposition, every thing to lose, and nothing to gaia} {Continued 
cheers.) Must not, and does not, every one admit that Mr. Bell must 
have been actuated by pure and conscientious motives, when, for the 
sake of his principles, he made such tremendous sacrifices ? {Loud 
shouts.) Had Mr. Bell truckled and masked his opinions like some 
members, for the purpose of retaining their seats, he might have retained 
his also ; but, like an honest man, he adhered to his opinions, though 
by so doing, he lost his election. {Cheers, and cries of " Hear J') If 
such honourable conduct does not entitle a man to the confidence of the 
county, I do not know what does. {Cheers.) But, Gentlemen, our 
opponents say, '^we admit all this, but then Mr. Bell is still not a 
reformer ; and we consider the Reform Bill only the ground- work, and 
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we want the superstructure." Gentlemen^ I wish to ask what do they 
mean by a reformer ? {Hear, hear,) If they mean a man who will begin 
by spoiling the churchy then rob the fundholder^ next ruin the agricultural 
interest^ tod^ by his absurd noti<ms of free-trade^ the shipping interest 
also {hear, hear,) — ^who will lop off every beautiful branch from the 
goodly tree of the constitution^ and leave it a naked^ deformed^ and useless 
stump (grteat cheering), and perhaps finish by having a scramble for the 
crown on the King's head {tremendous cheers) ; if such is their description 
of a reformer^ then^ I say^ Mr. Bell does not come under that description. 
{Cheers for several minutes,) But, Gentleman, if they want a man who 
will be diligent and attentive to his parliamentary duties; whcjr will 
reduce every useless place ; who will purify and improve our various 
institutions, and curtail every expense that is not necessary for the 
di^ty of the crown, or the safety and well-being of the country ; who 
will attend to the ^^ agricultural, commercial, and manufacturing interests 
of the county ;** not. Gentlemen, by fits or starts for party or electioneering 
purposes, but constantly and sedulously {loud cheers) — then, I say, Mr. 
BeU is such a man, and, I repeat, he is entitled to the confidence and 
support of the county. {Continued cheers,) I will not detain you with 
a detailed comparison of the merits of Mr. Bell and the other candidates : 
I will content myself by saying, that in no acquirement is he their inferior, 
and in most very much their superior. ( Great cheers,) I flatter myself 
that I might here leave the question on the grounds of merit alone ; but 
there is another topic to which I beg to call your attention, upon which I 
•can scarcely speak with either temper or patience {hear, hear). Will the 
electors of the county of Northumberland submit to be dictated to by a 
knot of Whigs and Radicals of the town of Newcastle-upon-Tyne.'* 
{Loud cheers, and cries of '^ No, no,") Gentlemen, I will put a case. 
Suppose the leading men of the county had issued a requisition, calling 
forward any two gentlemen as fit persons to represent the county, what a 
precious outcry there would have been ! What holy indignation would 
have been poured forth from the Whig and Radical press, at such an 
attempt to ride on the backs of the electors ; what appeals to their inde- 
pendence to put down so disgraceful, so flagitious an attempt 1 {Cheers,) 
Gentlemen, I ask, where is the difference ; dictation is dictation, whether 
it come from Whig or from Tory, from aristocrat or from democrat. 
{Loud shouts,) For my part, I will submit to dictation from no man or 
set of men ; and I doubt not that the electors for the county of North- 
umberland will be of the same opinion. {Reiterated cheers,) If, however, 
I were compelled to submit to dictation, I am much of the opinion of 
John Wilkes, whom no one will accuse of being friendly to the aristocracy, 
that he would rather submit to be governed by one gentleman from 
^t. James's, than by twenty blackguards from St. Giles's. {Cheers,) 
And, gentlemen, with reference to the present attempt at dictation, I 
would rather be dictated to by a knot of aristocrats than by a party who 
rank among their main supporters men who could tamely sit by and hear 
a sickly cdld-blooded Radical vilify and abuse a lovely and unoffending 
woman. (Here there was a simultaneous shout, which was reiterated for 
several minutes. iVfter it had subsided, Mr. Tinley continued.) Aye, 
Sir, and that woman, our gracious Queen, God bless her ! without 
having the spirit of men or of Englishmen to raise one word in her de- 
fence. ( Tremendous cheers for some time,) Gentlemen, they may live 
until they are a hundred, the opprobrium will cling to them as long as 
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they are in this worlds and to their memory after they have left it. 
(Repeated shouts.) Gentlemen^ on this ground alone, setting aside Mr. 
Bell's claims and fitness to represent the county in parliament, I call 
upon every independent elector to support him. (Much cheering,) On 
this ground I urge them to exertion — ^to rally round him, and to shew by 
their votes, that they will not be dictated to by any man or set of men, 
nor will they submit to become the degraded electors of a degraded 
county. {Great cheering,^ Of Mr. BeU's success I entertain not the 
sl^htest doubt. The feebng I have appealed to is already roused, and I 
venture to prophecy that we shall give these dictation gentlemen as 
complete a dressing as ever they had in their lives. {Cheers and laughter.) 
That it may have the effect of teaching them modesty I heartily hope, 
but I honestly tell you I do not expect it ; {laughter) for one of the 
besetting sins of this party is to arrogate to themselves every thing that 
is good, virtuous, and honourable in the kingdom. {Great cheering and 
laughter,) However that may be, we shall read them a lesson I am 
sure ; and if being beaten to their hearts content will teach them humility, 
they shall have that lesson read to the very letter. {Loud cheers,) Mr. 
Tinley concluded by seconding the resolution, and the company gave simul. 
taneously three times three cheers; and the motion was carried by 
acclamation. 

The Chairman, after the resolution had been carried, proposed one cheer 
more for the seconder, which was given with ^^one cheer more." 

JOHN DAVIDSON, Esq. said, no remarks of his could strengthen 
the effect of the very able speech they had just heard, and he should, 
therefore, content himself by proposing for their adoption the fourth 
resolution : — 

That the Electors present will use their utmost Exertions to secure the Return of 
Mr. Bell, and they call upon every Friend to the Independence of the County of 
Northumoerland, to join them in rescuing one of its Divisions from the Disgrace 
impending over it. 

W. RICHMOND, Esq. of Dockwray-square, said — I am called upon 
to second this motion of Mr. Davidson's, which I do with considerable 
pleasure, and, as far as my public powers will permit, I will endeavour to 
say a few words on the subject of the meeting. {Hear, hear,) We are 
met for the purpose of endeavouring to secure Mr. Bell's return to parlia- 
ment for this sreat county ; by so doing we shall best aid in preserving 
our time-tried, institutions from the attacks of the designing and the 
disaffected, who are arrayed in hostility against them. {Cheers,) In 
Mr. Bell's well-known opinions and principles are to be found the best 

fuarantee for the performance of what we require at his hands. {Cheers,) 
t would be superfluous in me to speak in praise of a man so well known 
to all who are here, though I may say, that to my own knowledge, he was 
much esteemed in Parliament by the most respectable and influential men 
in it. {Hear, hear, and cheers,) We live in a time when a species of 
insanity has come over the minds of many Englishmen, which causes 
them to turn with loathing from the splendid exhibition which this noble 
country presents to their view. My recollection serves me well for near 
half a century — a period unparalleled in the history of the world — during 
which how much has England advanced in every thing that makes man 
admirable, or life desirable ? From Caithness to Cornwall she is a living 
illustration of the benefits of that system which we hear so much arraigned. 
{Cheers,) When I look at the garden-like surface of England's soil^ I 
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see productiveness and population^ where sterility and solitude were wont 
to reign {hear, hear/) In her cities^ her towns, her villages, and her 
hamlets, I see an extraordinary and unprecedented increase of wealth and 
comfort generated within them ; where they contained one man, fifty 
years ago, possessed of one hundred pounds, there are now ten worth a 
thousand (hear, hear.) When in my mind's eye I view our sea.ports, 
our docks, our warehouses, our arsenals, or, looking further, I see the 
manufactories, the machinery, the ships, the splendid edifices of England, 
I am lost in wonder and admiration ; and yet I am not to be permitted 
to trust the evidence of my o>vn: senses, but am told by the " Dantons" 
of the day, that all this availeth nothing, so long as some imaginary 
Mordecai sits at the gate of their perverted imaginations. {Loud 
cheers,) Nor when 1 think of the civil or religious institutions 
of my matchless country, do I find less cause for exultation or pride 
as a Briton ; and how much is this feeling enhanced when I cast my 
eye across the channel, until it rests on that fine France, which I see 
the prey of the revolutionary vultures who have long polluted her 
soil. {Hear,) And are we to rest supine until similar scenes arise 
around us, and until the happiness of the present generation is sacrificed 
at the shrine of the revolutionary Juggernaut ? {No, no, and cheers.) 
Let us shake oiF apathy, let us rouse the mute good feeling which we 
know so extensively exists in the country. In no way can we do this so 
eflTectually as by aiding all to the utmost of our power, the return of men 
like Mr. Bell to Parliament ; it is only by so doing we can hope to avert 
the mischief which the mob-enacted bill is calculated to produce, whilst 
in aid of the good it may be made to efiPect, men who think as he does 
will become most zealous labourers in the political vineyard. {Cheers,) 
Really, good reformers should be glad to avail themselves of the help of 
such men as Mr. Bell ; they are bound to the Cape of Good Hope ; but 
a body much more numerous than themselves are for sailing to the ne plus 
ultra — to the Terra Incognita of political speculation, from whence no 
one has ever yet returned. {Cheers.) But 1 must here pause, for the 
subject presents exhaustless matter to the mind, which 1 am unable as 
well as unwilling now to obtrude upon your attention. I beg leave to 
second Mr. Davidson's proposal. 

ARCHIBALD REED, Esq. (Mayor) in proposing the fifth resolu- 
tion, said, — Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, after the excellent speeches 
that have been so ably delivered, it will be unnecessary to detain you 
long. By voting for Mr. Bell, you will return a man who will support 
the King, the church, and the valuable institutions of the country. 
{Cheers.) I am happy to see so excellent a spirit manifested in his be- 
half ; and we are all united, let us keep so. Let us pull strongly and 
pull altogether, and I have not the shadow of a doubt but that victory 
awaits us {cheers) ; nor, I trust, is the day far distant when we shall 
have to meet to congratulate each other on our success. {Applause.) I 
propose 

That the thanks of this Meeting be offered to Mr. Bell, for the spirited manner in 
which be has come forward as a Candidate for the Southern Division of the County of 
Northumberland. 

MATTHEW PLUMMER, Esq. then said— I beg leave, as a com. 
mercial man intimately connected with the port of Newcastle, to say that 
I have often, during the period that Mr. Bell had a seat in Parliament, 
had occasion to correspona with him upon matters interesting and im- 
portant to its commerce, and that I invariably found him easy of access. 
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and vigilant^ spirited^ and efficient upon all matters to which his attention 
was directed. {Loud cheers.) I say^ therefore^ the electors resident in 
Newcastle^ as well as the inhabitants generally^ are deeply interested in 
his return as a representative of the Southern Division of the County of 
Northumberland, and that they ought, upon a principle of self-interest^ 
to ensure his success. (Cheers,) I most cordially second the resolution 
of the Worshipful the Mayor. {Cheers,) 

On the motion of BERTRAM MITFORD, Esq. seconded by 
WILLIAM CLARK, Esq. thanks wej^ .voted to. the Chairman, who 
made his acknowledgements in appropriate terms. 

JOHN BRANDLING, Esq. then rose and said,— Mr. Chairman, 
there is one thing still necessary to be done. It is impossible to witness 
so splendid an assembly of people, and to listen to their enthusiasm, 
without coming forward to thank them. This is the third time that I 
have had to assist Mr. Bell, by my humble endeavours, to oppose an 
extraordinary coalition. Every time that Mr. Bell has had to contest 
the county, it has been a coalition ; and every independent man, let his 
politics be what they may, must deprecate the combination in the strongest 
way possible. {Applause.) If the gentleman who had assisted to form 
this coalition had come forward upon independent grounds, without any 
declaration or understanding of support, — if he had come forward in the 
same way as Mr. Bell, no one could have found fault with him ; but I do 
say that the impression upon my mind is, that gentleman has lent himself 
to a party. ( Great Cheering, ) I have been much surprised in reading in 
the papers of this morning a speeeh delivered by a gentleman at Shields, 
in wnich, according to the report, I do think he has used Mr. Bell's name 
very unnecessarily and improperly {hear, hear) ; therefore Mr. Bell's 
friends have no longer any occasion to observe delicacy towards him. 
{Jpplause.) In that speech it is made a matter of accusation that Mr. 
Bell supported the governments of Lord Liverpool and the Duke of 
Wellington. But I would call upon you to look at the state of the 
country under thesemen, and to compare it with the state it is in under the 
present government. {Loud cheers.) Then trade was prosperous, and 
men's minds were at peace ; and a man could go to his home without fear 
of annoyance or dreaa of personal danger. {Cheers.) But now, the great 
interests of the country are depressed, the people are not happy or con- 
tented, and that man may be called, in some degree, a bola man, who 
dares stir very far from his own house {hear, hear). He (Mr. Ord, jun.) 
talked of the thirty years' services of his father in parliament ; but I ask 
you all whether Mr. Bell, during the four years he had a seat in the 
House of Commons, did not do more benefit to his country, and 
particularly to this county, than the other gentleman has done 
during the thirty years? {Vehement cheering.) There was one 
question touched upon in a way the most guarded, and that too 
of the greatest importance to the port of Shields — the question of free 
trade {hear, hear.) I have recently travelled into the West, where the 
effects of the free- trade system are most deplorable {hear, hear.) Where 
is the lead-trade, which gave employment to so many industrious families 
and diffused comfort and contentment throughout that district ? Why 
the Spanish mines have been opened, and the products of these mines 
admitted at a nominal duty, so that the lead-trade has been ruined {hear, 
hear.) In this the population of the west have a deep interest, and I do 
maintain that as an efficient member for protecting the well-being of 
commerce Mr. Bell is not to be surpassed. {Cheerr.) When I look 
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around^ I have not a fear but that we shall return him^ or that^ when re- 
turned^ he will discard all theoretical doctrines^ and be of real service to his 
country. (Cheers,) Nothing would have given Mr. Bell greater pleasure 
than to have been present to thank this meeting for their support ; but it 
was requisite that he should proceed vigorously on his canvass. His 
duties are arduous^ and will be so for some little time to come ; but I am 
convinced^ the greater the danger^ the ereater the difficulty^ the greater 
will be your determination to conquer. XLoud cheers,) There is not one 
of vou but has his cause at heart ; you will not grudge working night 
and. day in so good a cause. {Cheers,) In the name of Mr. Bell and his 
friends I return you most sincere thanks. {Great cheering,) 

The MAYOK then proposed three times three cheers for Mr Bell, 
which were ^ven with '^ one cheer more." 

J. BRANDLING, Esq. then said, he wished to correct an inadver- 
tency into which he had fallen. A gentleman near him reminded him 
that although this was actually the third coalition which Mr. Bell had 
had to contend against, Mr. LiddeU did not, on a former occasion, himself 
coalesce with Mr. Beaumont, but that it was done without Mr. Liddell's 
knowledge or consent. Such was no doubt the fact. {Cheers,) 

The meeting then separated. We never saw a finer spirit of energy 
and unanimity displayed. 

On the day on which the above meeting was held, Mr. Bell published 
the following address : — 

TO THE ELECTORS OF THE SOUTHERN DIVISION 

OF THE COUNTY OF NORTHUMBERLAND. 

Gentlemen, — The intelligence of the Coalition with which I was 
threatened brought me amongst you four days ago, and I have since had 
the means of ascertaining your sentiments, so far as to feel satisfied that, 
formidable as that Coalition undoubtedly is, and standing alone as I do, 
the exertions of my Friends, and the Spirit of the independent Electors 
of this Division of the County, will certainly defeat it. 

I most earnestly entreat of you not to allow yourselves to be misled by 
interested misrepresentations of my public principles and conduct, and to 
refrain from promising your votes until I have an opportunity of per- 
sonally waiting on you, which, I shall endeavour to do with the utmost 
practicable despatch ; and if, in the course of a most laborious canvass, 
any individual should be omitted, I trust he will extend to me his Indul. 
gence, and acquit me of intentional neglect. 

To the electors resident in Newcastle and the neighbourhood, I offer 
my grateful thanks for the kind and flattering manner in which they have 
been pleased to receive me. 

To the electors generally I can say, with a confidence founded on the 
result of my own canvass as far as it has gone, and on the assurance of 
support which I receive from aU parts of the county, that our perseverance 
in tne struggle will not be in vain, and that I am fully justified in the 
determination, should my opponents proceed, to submit to no other decision 
than the recorded Votes of the Electors.

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Of the movements of Sir Charles Monck up to this period^ little 
was known. It was understood^ that he was taking means to as- 
certain the feelings of the influential electors previous to commencing an 
active canvass.

Amongst those of you, to whom from general agree- 
ment in politics I might have looked for the readiest and surest support, 
I find a determination to return gentlemen who approved of the bill 
throughout ; and against myself a displeasure (justly or unjustly excited 
will be seen hereafter, but at the present irreconcileable) on account of 
the part which I lately took to stay the course of things when they 
appeared to me in rapid progress towards a ruinous extremity. In these 
circumstances, if I proceed, the effort must be arduous and the chance of 
success not adequate. On these considerations, and though I feel certain 
of having at all times, both in and out of parliament, watched, and as far 
as I had the power, protected the independence and promoted the pros- 
perity of the county ; and though I am equally unconscious of having at 
the present acted inconsistently with the principles or practices of my 
former life, I am convinced that the best duty I can perform to the county, 
my friends, and myself, is to withdraw my pretensions on this occasion.

The withdrawal of his pretensions by Sir Charles Monck, who might 
be considered as steering in politics a middle course between the other 
candidates for the favour of the electors, left the strife to be decided by 
two great parties — ^those who claimed for themselves a monopoly of all 
libersdity of sentiment ; and those who, without following in the wake of 
theorists and reckless innovators, felt and avowed a readiness to assist in 
the removal of such abuses as can be really proved to eJcist. About the 
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timie of the meeting of Mr. Bell's friends in the Assembly roomsj othefs 
were held for the same purpose^ at which the most indignant feeling was 
expressed at the attempt of one party to grasp the entire representation.

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On the 26th the deputation of the company^ consisting of 34^ preceded 
by music and banners^ attended at the Committee Rooms according to 
appointment* A large crowd had collected in fronts who were addressed 
by Mr. Ord^ jun. Mr. Losh^ sen. and Mr. John Fife. 

Mr. Beaumont returned a gracious answer to the Tailors' resolution, 
dated June 29^ in which he praised their spirit and patriotism. Mr. 
Ord's answer was dated June 28^ and contained the following passage : —

Every other unworthy means were resorted to for the purpose of 
bringing together and exciting a mob to " Down with the corruptionists," 
and commit a breach of the peace. On Monday morning, July 23, at 
ten, the members of the Central Committee began to assemble at the 
Turk's Head, where they were joined by a numerous detachment of their 
coadjutors in the cause of agitation and dictation, from Gateshead ; con. 
sisting of the committee of that immaculate personage Mr. Cuthbert 
Rippon, accompanied by such flags and banners as they could muster — 
inscribed " Rippon and Independence," with other mottos of similar 
meaning. 

About half-past ten, the procession moved off, in very orderly style, 
the Gateshead detachment leading the van, followed by a body of un. 
employed pitmen, bearing banners. A number of persons followed the 
pitmen, bearing a large collection of silk flags, setting forth the statesman- 
like qualities and virtues of Mr. Beaumont : — " Beaumont the people's 
friend !" " Beaumont and Independence !*' '^ Beaumont and the 
people's rights !" were repeated ad nauseam. The fineness of the morn- 
ing, aided by the spirit of curiosity, brought together a considerable 
concourse of persons of all descriptions. 

At that part of Gateshead opposite the Sunderland Road, the proces- 
sion halted, and in a few minutes a carriage and four, in which were Mr. 
Beaumont, the Messrs. Ord, senior and junior, and two other gentlemen, 
made its appearance. A number of individuals, then made a tremendous 
rush towards the carriage, as many as possible mounted it fore and aft, 
amidst the terrors, the entreaties, and the remonstrances of '^ the veteran 
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refonner/' while others loosed the traces and took upon themselves the 
labour of coach horses. We must do these men the justice to say^ that, 
judging from their appearance^ they were very proper '^ yoke-fellows" to 
labour in the cause of the coalitionists. 

Mr. W. H. BROCKET mounted a chair^ and in an address to the 
coalitionists welcomed them to Gateshead ; after which^ Mr. Beaumont 
and Mr. Ord, in appropriate terms, severally returned thanks. 

The procession then returned in the same orderly and quiet way to the 
Turk's Head. Occasionally a well-dressed female might be seen at a 
window, whose presence was gratefully acknowledged by the '*^ veteran 
reformer" and his associate ; but there was H lamentable lack of respect, 
ability among the groundlings. This was felt keenly by Dr. Headlam 
and Mr. Bigge, who slunk away from the procession on its coming down 
Gateshead, and made their escape to the Turk's Head — ^the appointed 
rendezvous — ^through bye-ways and back-alleys. A few discharges of 
carronades, placed on the Gateshead side for the purpose, announced the 
arrival of the procession upon Tyne-bridge, and a halt was made in front 
of the Exchange, in the windows of which about sixty gentlemen were 
assembled — ^but not one solitary cheer or manifestation of feeling was 
given. The whole passed silently on, until opposite the Journal Office, 
which was honoured by a few feeble hisses and groans. 

CHARLES WILLIAM BIGGE, Esq. having taken the chair, 
said — It is with feelings of the highest exultation that I behold before 
me this great meeting, assembled to welcome the reform candidates for 
this division of the county ; and I cannot help hailing it as a prelude to 
their final triumph on the day of election. I cannot suppose, for a 
moment, that the reformers of Northumberland, who have made so many 
sacrifices to obtain reform, will return to Parliament a man who is 
connected with a party who, even up to the hour of victory, have been 
the opponents of reform. This would render the reform bill a mere dead 
letter. We have already gained greatly, but still more is to be done. 
We have obtained the means of reform, and that means is to be obtained 
by returning men who have proved themselves sincere, devoted, and 
unflinching friends of parliamentary reform. We must prove that we 
really value their services, and we must show them that we are really 
anxious for their success against those, who, whatever their merits, have 
been weighed in the balance and found wanting (applause). The 
conduct of the candidates, in whose behalf I appear, will bear examina- 
tion. Examine the votes that they have uniformly given on all questions 
affecting the interests of the people. They have voted for the extension 
of liberty — civil and religious. They have warmly supported govern- 
ment. They have voted for the reduction of taxation ; the abolition of 
slavery ; the improvement of our own nation at home, and the mainte- 
nance of peace abroad. It is from principle, I contend, that the electors 
ought to support them. It is upon principle that I claim, for them, the 
support of every reformer of Northumberland. I appeal more especially 
— and I know 1 shall not appeal in vain — to the leaseholders and copy, 
holders who have been enfranchised under the reform bill. I ask for the 
free votes of freemen. I claim the support of every willing and unin. • 
fluenced elector. If we are true in this great cause, which we have long 
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laboured for — if we continue to exert ourselves with spirit — ^we shall 
achieve a great and a noble victory, by returning Mr. Beaumont and Mr. 
Ord as representatives for this division of the county in a reformed 
parliament (applause). 

Mr. BEAUMONT then presented himself, and, after imploring the 
uproarious mob to be silent, said — Gentlemen, I should be satisfied to 
place my recommendation on the eloquent and sensible speech of my 
mend Mr. Bigge ; still a few words will probably be expected from 
myself, although I can say nothing more proper to the occasion. It must 
be felt by every person present, that that which is uppermost in my heart 
and on my tongue is to thank you for the glorious reception given to Mr. 
Ord and myself. It has been said that there is a re-action, but this 
meeting disproves the assertion. They talk of re-action, but they never 
did, and they never shall, influence you to such a course. It has been 
said ^^ there is a re-action V* because Mr. Bell was not cast &om your doors 
like worthless ashes and cinders {laughter)^ He was recently un- 
ceremoniously discarded by the electors ; and I take it some little com. 
passion has been engendered in your breasts. As a man who would raise 
a faHien foe, at least part of the way, I am inclined to put that construc- 
tion upon the conduct of some of the electors ; but I beg to say that no 
re-action has taken place in the county of Northumberland ; for let it be 
remembered the two reformers have been received with more enthusiasm 
than on any other occasion, and this I take to be an earnest of the trium- 
phant success with which our cause shall be crowned at Hexham, and this 
enthusiastic feeling has filled me with the greatest joy and exultation 
{cheers). There is, indeed, a party whom I have left in London who 
assert that Englishmen are tired of the reformers, and that they are 
willing to turn to the Tories. They say, the Reformers have proved bad 
governors, and that as soon as the reform bills are passed, the people will 
be content to be governed by Sir Robert Peel and the Duke of Welling- 
ton {groans). Those sneers convince me, that here, at least, they will 
find themselves mistaken. Gentlemen, the question is shortly this : Mr. 
Ord and myself come here to solicit the sweet coalition of your voices 
(a laugh). We come here to unite the suflTrages of the reformers against 
the Tory candidate. If you send such men to parliament you cannot 
avoid having a Tory government. I wish it to be remembered that when 
I speak of Mr. Bell it is as the representative of a party. He has, I un. 
derstand, spoken with some degree of severity in reference to myself and 
colleague — for I am convinced my colleague Mr. Ord will be, — ^but one 
word of disrespect towards Mr. Bell or his party I will not utter. The 
question I shall put to you is, whether the Southern Division of. the 
county of Northumberland is resolved to have two reformers, or to be 
satisfied by its own, and return one Tory > (A voice, '' no Tories), 
Well then you will have nothing more to do with Tories. They tell me, 
indeed, that, according to the representations of his friends, Mr. Bell has 
turned reformer, and that certain persons have been canvassing for Bell 
and Beaumont, the two reformers {laughter). Now let us inquire 
what would Mr. Bell reform? Would he set about reforming the 
church ? {a laugh). Why, if he did, I will tell you the name of the 
person he would consult — it would be Dr. Philpotts (laughter) ; and 
(said the hon. candidate, turning round,) I beg the gentleman from the 
Newcastle Journal to put that down — for as I told the people of Gates- 
head this morning, God has made nothing in vain, not even a Tory. 
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(This caused an additional grin from several members of the committee, 
ivho appeared highly tickled with the honourable candidate's wit.) Mr. 
Bell^ (he continued) has never told me that he would consult Dr. Phil, 
potts ; but, when he was in parliament, he consulted the Duke of 
Wellington upon civil reform, and it is just as likely he would consult 
Dr. Philpotts upon a reform in the church (laughter). Why the Duke 
of Wellington was a reformer when he could get any thing by it. He 
was a reformer for a few minutes, when Earl Grey resigned in conse. 
quence of the mischievous conduct of the House of Lords. At that time 
a noble lord, when there was a probability of his being a member of the 
Duke of Wellington's administration, moved that the reform bill should 
go into committee ; but the noble lord was no reformer when there was a 
likelihood of the bill becoming part and parcel of the law of the land 
(cheers). Of this class of reformers is Mr. Bell. He is no church re- 
former — ^he is no civil reformer ; and I had almost said he is no reformer 
at all, but on beating about I find I am mistaken ; for, take my word for 
it, should Mr. Bell be returned to parliament, his first endeavour would 
be to reform the bill (cheers) ; and I doubt whether, in this respect, a 
more vigorous reformer could be found. You know all amendments are 
not improvements ; and when Mr. Bell was in parliament, an amendment 
was made on the second reading of the reform bill, that it '^ be read that 
day six months ;" in other words, that it be thrown out altogether, and 
this amendment Mr. Bell heartily supported. There never was, and I 
believe there never will be, a time when it was more important that the 
electors should be very careful whom they should return to parliament. 
What have you gained ? Have you gained that victory which confers 
all that is d.esired ? No — you have as yet achieved notning. You have 
only obtained the power of bringing your troops into the field, and you 
have not yet been able to strike a single blow. It is to the next parlia- 
ment — ^the sending of honest representatives from the counties and 
boroughs — ^that you must look ; otherwise you will not have gained any- 
thing more than so much black letter and parchment, which, for augnt 
that it is worth, might as well be sent to the grocers' shops (laughter). 
As a guide for the conduct not only of the electors but the representatives 
I will put a question. Here is this numerous assemblage, and I would 
ask any man in it, whether he is connected with agriculture, with trade, 
with shipping, or any other interest, whether, during the last twelve 
months, he has been able to make his usual profit } Has any person been 
enabled to efiPect advantageously the transfer of land, the favourable sale 
of his stock, or any holder of property, since the reform bill came before 
parliament } Will you be answerable to yourselves, to your families^ or 
to your country, for a continuance in such a state of things ? If not, 
avoid returning such men as Mr. Bell. By so doing, you will keep up the 
uncertainty which exists. WiU you injure yourselves and others, both as 
tradesmen and farmers, by producing such a parliament as will not enable us 
to know what sort of government we are to have ? The Tories say to us, 
speaking of the depression of the great interests of the country, ^' This is 
the effect of your bill;" and we reply, " It is the effect of your opposition 
to the bill" (laughter). The Tories say, the country woula have 
flourished if the bill had been destroyed ; but the merchant will imswer — 
" Fool ! how can you expect any person to buy our goods, when it is 
uncertain whether we should have a revolution before any profit was 
realised" (cheers). The argument of the Tories is good for nothing. 
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The argument against the opposition to the Tories is good for every things 
and good^ above all, against the conduct of the Tories (applause). They 
say it is necessary to have a strong opposition. Gentlemen, a little oppo- 
sition is a very good thing — if it had not been for a little opposition we 
should not have had the present meeting. But did the Tories talk of a 
strong opposition when they were burdening the people with taxes? 
Did they relish a strong opposition when they ppposed the granting of 
civil and religious liberty ? When they opposed reform, did they not 
lament the increasing, and at length overwhelming, opposition against 
them } When they were in power they did not wish for opposition at 
all; now they think a strong opposition would be best. Gentlemen, 
repeat the conduct that did you so much honour at the last election. 
Be firm — ^resist the money, the whiskey, and the dictation of the Tory 
party, by returning two reformers who will really do the business of the 
county, and who are able and willing to advocate your interests. Gen- 
tlemen, I need offer no exhortation to induce you to follow the advice I 
now give, because I am satisfied that plain common sense will dictate to 
you the course you ought to pursue. I am quite sure you will not act so 
foolishly as to resemble the man who would employ one individual to cut 
down an obnoxious tree, and another to prop it up ( laughter J, Here you 
have two reformers, and the farmers will understand my allusion when I say 
that if two men both work together, one with a hatchet, and another 
with a rope, they will soon have the tree down. Before I conclude, I 
must take the liberty of replying to two or three objections made to 
myself. These remarks should have come like pioneers to clear the road 
for the army in its advance to the field ; but my heart was full of the 
subject, and, after all, perhaps these matters are more proper for the tail 
than the head of my remarks. I am now told that Mr. Bell is called the 
farmer's friend. If this be true, the converse is that I am the farmer's 
enemy. This has been said, if not by Mr. Bell on his canvass, at least 
by his friends. I shall simply observe that I am not at all an advocate 
for any thing like a free trade in corn (hear, hear J. I am for a fixed 
and moderate duty in that article. This would be better for the farmers, 
it would be better for the manufacturer ; both of which interests, when 
perfectly understood, are one and the same. I have been taxed with 
having formed a coalition with Mr. Ord. My answer to that is, that if 
there be a coalition, you, the electors, must account for it. You must 
take that charge upon yourselves, and I'll tell you when to answer it — 
at the hustings at Hexham. Whether Mr. Bell will come forward or 
not he himself best knows (cries of '^ he never will*'). 1 think he will 
not ; at least if he consults his own interests ; for the two reformers have 
all the support on the surface of the earth, and what Mr. Bell may have 
underneath he only knows (laughter J. In conclusion, there is oiuy one 
hope — I was going to say rope — ^to which the Tories cling ; and that is, 
that notwithstanding your kind reception to-day, we shall shrink from 
giving you an opportunity of supporting us by your votes. But I shall 
remove this last rope from him. I am satisfied that Toryism is dying as 
fast as it can. I am satisfied that it has already got the prevailing 
epidemic, and that it is just expiring in the last blue stage of tne malig- 
nant cholera {laughter on the hustings — the crowd were silent). Then, 
let it die, buried m the countv of Northumberland. If, then, Mr. Bell 
and his friends entertain the hope that we shall not go to a poll, I can 
assure them of their mistake. 'Even should the contents of the coffers of 
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the conservative— ^f the Cumberland club— descend in golden showers ; 
though each bailiff should be coined into sovereigns or melted into whiskey 
— ^though each Tory landlord^ with West Indian mercy^ should drive his 
tenantry to the poU^ Mr. Ord and myself shall then and there give this 
county an opportunity of declaring that it can and that it will be free 
{loud cheers). He agiiin thanked them. 

Mr. ORD then presented himself amidst considerable applause. He 
said — Gentlemen^ — If { could take the reception with which you have 
this day honoured me as a mark of personal regard and respect^ I should, 
indeed^ want words to address you. But I am proud to attribute your 
enthusiasm to a much higher and a much nobler cause — I attribute it to 
your unalterable zeal in the cause of reform^ and to your fixed deter- 
mination to return no members to the reformed Parliament but such as 
have assisted in obtaining it (applause J. Some apology will be neces- 
sary for my not having appeared here sooner, considering the manner in 
which I was called on. Business of vital importance stiU continued to detain 
me at my post in the House of Commons — ^and an apology might be 
more properly made for my being here at all, than for my not being pre- 
sent sooner (applause). A statement reached me so injurious to my 
character^ that I could not delay my journey another moment. In that 
paper it is stated that I have already repented of the step I have taken ; 
that my ardour was cooling — ^that I am terrified at the success of Mr. 
BeU^ and am about to quit the field. I am here this day to deny those 
imputations {cheers). Gentlemen, I have never repented for one 
moment of the step I have taken — my ardour has not decreased one jot — 
the success of Mr. Bell's canvass has no terrors for me {great applause). 
There is one stupid imputation which they have made, namely, that a 
coalition has been formed between Mr. Beaumont and myself. Coalition 
in itself is no crime. However, when two individuals of different poli- 
tical principles coalese, there is some ground for suspicion ; but when 
two candidates profess the same principles — ^when they have both one 
object in view, so far from being ashamed of a coalition, I think the 
shame would attach to the man who refused it. {applause). An im- 
putation more personal to me has been made, that for thirty years I have 
been the slave and tool of a party. Gentlemen, I am not a man to deny 
partisanship — I admit that I have been attached to party. I know that 
no great good can be effected by a single unconnected individual. The 
question IS not " Have you belonged to a party?" but '^ With what 
party have you been connected ?" I acknowledge that I have belonged 
to a party thirty years, but it has been the party of the people {great 
applause). Who have fought the battles of the people ? From whom 
have originated for the last twenty or thirty years those measures which 
have been of real benefit to the country ? Who abolished the slave trade ? 
What party obtained for the Roman Catholics their civil rights } What 
party obtained a repeal of the corporation and test acts ? What party 
resisted the encroachments of the holy alliance ? What party cut down 
the pension list to one-half, and in six months abolished 200 or 300 use- 
less places ? I answer, the party to which I belong (cheers). If this 
be slavery — ^if I have been a slave in such a cause as this, I can only say 
I am very proud to wear the chains {cheers). Gentlemen, the Tories 
also say that they, too, are desirous to reform all real abuses. But the 
question is, what is a real abuse ? Do they think that a useless place 
is . a real abuse ? Will they allow that unmerited pensions are a real 
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abuse ? If so^ where have they ever voted against them ^ As it respects 
the reform bill, too^ they say they only differ with us as to the extent of 
the reform required. But I would ask, what inch of reform they were 
ever willing to concede to the people ? In the bill for the disfranchise- 
ment of East Retford and Penryn did they not resist the disfranchise, 
ment of those two rotten boroughs, and the enfranchisement of the large 
towns of Birmingham and Manchester ? What do they mean, then, by 
saying that they are friendly to reform ? I do not mean to say anything 
uncivil respecting Mr. Bell ; he may have acted up to his own principles 
as conscientiously as any of us ; he may possess all the good qualities 
which his friends ascribe to him ; he may even be an angel ; but then, he is 
a Tory angel — ^he is such an angel as wiU not serve our purpose (op- 
plause). As I am comparatively a stranger amongst you, it will no doubt 
be expected that I should state my views upon some of the most impor. 
tant of those measures which will come before the next parliament. The 
first I shall mention is that for the abolition of negro slavery. I am old 
enough to have voted for the abolition of the slave trade when it was 
advocated by Mr. Wilberforce, and I am as anxious to obtain a total 
extinction of the system as soon as it can be effected consistently with 
the interest of the sufferer himself, and the safety of the colonies. I 
have lately been sitting on the cnmmittee that is now enquiring into 
the subject, and am happy to say that the evidence, as far as it has 
gone, has been of an encouraging nature {hud applause). Another 
subject on which I shall now touch is the corn lavts. I have been 
represented as an enemy of the agricultural interest. It is not very 
likely that I should be inimical to an interest from which I derive every 
farthing I have in the world. The present com laws I believe to be very 
injurious to the agricultural interests. A fixed and moderate duty would 
be far more preferable for the farmer. A high price of corn will neces- 
sarily tend to a high price of wages, and that would be the ef- 
fect of diminishing capital, and ultimately of driving it out of the 
country : and then what would be the use of the farmer's beef and 
corn if he cannot find a purchaser ? The great interests of the country 
are inseparably connected with each other, and I do not believe that one 
can be protected at the expense of the other. Another delicate question 
that will come before a reformed parliament will be a reform of the church. 
I approach the subject as a friend to the church establishment, according 
to whose tenets I have been educated. It is quite impossible in these 
enlightened times that any thing can be respectable which is not respected. 
It is monstrous to see the inequalities which are exhibited in the church 
establishment, the miserable pittances on which the hard working curates 
are obliged to subsist while their more dignified clergy are deriving 
splendid incomes. There is ample room for reform. I shall advert to 
conservative wisdom. Fifty years ago Mr. Pitt proposed a bill for the 
commutation of tithes. The bishops and conservatives opposed it ; they 
would not hear of it. Had they acceded to it, would not the church have 
stood in a very different situation from what it does at present } Would 
it not have stood on a much firmer basis than it does } This is a specimen 
of conservative wisdom. They will not give up what cannot justly be 
retained till it is wrested from them. In the contest which we are now 
entering upon, our opponents boast of their strength ; they exhibit a list 
of great names to us, as if Noblemen were about to drive their tenants 
like cattle to the hustings to vote for whomsoever they were pleased to 
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direct. I am yet to learn that a man's independence is to be measured by 
the length of nis purse or the breadth of his acres. I am yet to learn 
that one man's vote is better than another's. The poor man's vote appears 
to me to be as valuable as the rich man's^ or more so if there be a dif. 
ference : because^ as he is more exposed to temptation^ it is more honorable 
to him to give it ; he is more entitled to respect for giving it on the right 
side^ on the side his conscience suggests he should give it. Gentlemen^ 
this cause is all your own — ^it is for you to decide on the merits of the 
respective candidates. You will judge whose past conduct has given you 
most satisfaction ; and whose votes and political principles have tended 
most to advance your interests. Our opponents tell us that they will go 
to the poll ; I hope they will, for nothing less will convince them of the 
hopelessness of their cause ; nothing less wiU convince them of the rot- 
teness of the ground on which they stand, and I am sure, if they do come 
to the poll, we shall settle them once and for ever (^cheers). 

The CHAIRMAN — You have now heard the two candidates, and 
your enthusiasm has satisfied me that you approve of them. But we have 
much to do — ^we must not remain idle, for we have active and vigorous 
opponents. Myself and friends are booted and spurred, and I would say, 
let us now give three cheers for the candidates, and then (making a 
theatrical flourish, he exclaimed) — '^ To horse ! to horse !" 

Three cheers were then given, and on the motion of George Baker, Esq. 
of Elemore, three cheers for reform. 

Three cheers were then given, on the motion of the Chairman, for 
Mr. Baker, as " The father of reform in the county of Northumberland ;" 
for which Mr. Baker returned his acknowledgments. 

Mr. BEAUMONT then said that he would, upon this occasion, 
borrow from Lord Eldon, and request that '' one cheer more" might be 
given, for " that steadfast friend of reform, our zealous and excellent 
chairman." 

The people then shouted, and Mr. Bigge exclaimed — " A thousand 
thanks ! and a thousand thanks to that !" Now for business — (then 
waiving his hand, he exclaimed in a style which Kean himself might 
envy) — ^^ To horse ! to horse !" 

While shouting the latter words, the Chairman turned upon his heel, 
and was making his exit without giving Mr. Ord, jun. an opportunity of 
delivering himself of the cut and dried speech which he had carefully 
folded up in his breeches pocket. A number of persons, however, voci- 
ferated " Young Ord ! Young Ord !" and at their repeated calls the 
young gentleman presented himself. 

Mr. ORD, jun. began by declaring he should take the advice of his 
seniors, and speak '^ as short a time as possible." — Mr. Bell (he said) and 
his friends had never ventured to tell the electors who they are or who 
sent them ! Some of them had represented Mr. Bell as a reformer ; but 
if the film had fallen &om his eyes, he ought to say so, and not allow a 
parcel of jack o'lanterns to ddude the public by holding out a false 
glimmer about reform. He had, it is true, a meeting of his own at Halt- 
whistle, where, it had been stated in Bell's Gazette — that Journal which 
recorded all he did say and do, and a great deal that he never did say— ^ 
that he made a speech. That part of his harangue which related to a 
coalition, had been already answered ; the rest reminded him of what a 
witness very solemnly said when examined on the Portsmouth commission, 
as to what he had heard liis Lordship say. — He said '^ I heard him say 
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laiherum dum, latkerum de, or i^rds to that effect :" so the remainder of 
Mr. Bell's speech was latkerum dum, lathemm de, or words to that effect 
{laughter and applause). The course which had been adopted by some 
of Mr. Bell's friends^ in their canvass^ he must say he considered highly 
disreputable. In at least twenty instances^ in the western parts of the 
county^ he had heard of their saying to persons who had promised their 
votes to Mr. Beaumont and Mr. Ord, " a living man may alter his will." 
This was very ingenious ; it looked legale but the purpose it was intended 
to serve was dishonourable. Expedients like these could only be resorted 
to in a desperate cause. He (Mr. Ord) had gone through the county 
himself^ and he had no more doubt of the success of his father and Mr. 
Beaumont than he had that the persons he was addressing stood before 
him. But nevertheless he trusted Mr. Bell and his friends would go to 
the ^11^ that the independent freeholders might give them a drubbing — 
positively for the last time {laughter). 
The meeting then broke up. 



When the Meeting was concluded, Messrs. Beaumont and Ord visited 
and speechified at all those towns and places where Mr. Ord, jun., the 
Messrs. Losh, and other zealous canvassers had previously harangued. 
We give the remaining addresses af the candidates, in the order in which 
they were published. The canvassing, not only of the coalitionists, but 
also of Mr. Bell, lasted several weeks.

Gentlemen^ — The reports of those friends who, before the arrival of 
Mr. Beaumont and myself had been so zealously exerting themselves in 
our behalf, had left no doubt on my mind as to the result of the ap- 
proaching contest ; but, if any doubt could have existed, it must have 
been entirely dispelled by the cordial welcome with which we have, since 
our arrival, been every where greeted. 

The sense of the County has, indeed, been most unequivocally ex- 
pressed by assembled Thousands, whose fears of " Coalition," the re- 
peated warnings of our opponents have failed to excite, and who seem 
most provokingly deaf to the weekly cry of " Dictation." 

The Country sees plainly that the Coaliti<Ai is a Coalition in a good 
cause, and that we pretend not to dictate to any man. Can our opponents 
say as much ? 

A severe domestic calamity obliges me for a time to suspend those 
visits to the electors which I was in the act of paying ; but I call upon 
my friends in the mean time, not to relax their efforts so long as our 
opponents are in the field. The more signal the defeat, the more perma- 
nent will be the result.

Up to this period, the Whigs and Radicals had pulled strongly together 
in support of the coalitionists. On Tuesday, September 11, a public 
dinner took place in Newcastle, under the denomination of the '^ The 
Northern Counties Reform Dinner in celebration of the passing of the 
Reform Bill," on which occasion Mr. Beaumont made what he called a 
" strong speech" against political unions. This called forth the following 
address from Mr. Doubleday, an Union speechifier, and one of the central 
committee's joint secretaries : — 

TO THE CENTRAL COMMITTE FOR SECURING THE 
RETURN OF MESSRS. BEAUMONT AND ORD. 



Gentlemen, — When I had the honour to be elected a member of the 
Central Committee for securing the return of Messrs. Beaumont and Ord, 
that honour was unsought by me Since, however, it has been conferred, 
I have done my best to fulfil the duties of the situation. When you 
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elected me as a member of your body, you were, I believe, perfectly 
aware, that in so doing, you elected one of the secretaries of the Northern 
Political Union, a body which, in conjunction with other bodies of a 
similar nature, has now been denounced by one of the candidates, T. W. 
Beaumont, Esq. as an ^^ illegal and unconstitutional body," assuming a 
dictation over the constituted organs of government. 

Whether this denunciation be founded in truth or in error, as it un- 
questionably is in the latter, it is equally impossible for me, after being 
so denounced, to continue to be a member of your committee. I beg of 
you, therefore, to accept of my resignation as one of the members of the 
Central Committee. 

It is, of course, painful to me to be driven to separate myself from my 
fellow.labourers in a cause which is not less dear to me than to them. 
But if I regret it on this account — ^if I regret it on account of the 
unhappy position in which the election for the Southern Division of 
Northumberland may now seem placed — still more do I regret our 
unwilling separation as one of the too many proofs of the deep and secret 
hatred in which the privileges and rights of the people are held by too 
many of the aristocracy of this country — and as one of the too many 
alarming evidences, that ultimately a collision between the blind and 
domineering few, and the enlightened and determined many, is, if not 
inevitable, at least too probable. 

Of the result of such unhappy collision, much as I deprecate it, I, for 
one, can have no doubt. I have stated to you that it is impossible for 
me under the circumstances to continue longer to support Mr. Beaumont. 
Of your own feelings upon the subject it is not for me to judge. I can 
only say that if that gentleman be elected after the utterance of such 
sentiments as escaped him at the reform dinner, it will be only one more 
proof, if proof were wanted, of the necessity of the vote by ballot ; and 
that without it a county election, at least in this district, must be like 
the county meetings described by his Grace the Duke of Wellington — a 
Farce.

whistle, Bellingham, and Stamfordham. 

1st. The Hexham District is intended to comprise the whole of the 
south division of Tynedale Ward ; the parish of Warden, including the 
ehapeliies of Haydon and Newborough ; and the parish of Simonbum, 
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including tHe chapelry of Hnmshaugh^ respectively in the north west 
division of Tynedale Ward.

The most extensive arrangements were now made for taking the votes 
of the electors. Hustings were erected at the several polling stations. 
The friends and organs of the Coalition indulged in the most confident 
assertions as to the issue in their favour ; while Mr. Bell's friends, with- 
out being dispirited, or losing that^just confidence invariably inspired by 
a good cause, avoided all unseemly boasting. And this was the state of 
things until the day of nomination, of the proceedings at which we now 
proceed to give a full and futhful account from the Newcastle Journal. 



SPEECHES AT THE NOMINATION. 



The nomination of candidates for the Southern Division of North, 
umberland took place at Hexham^ on Monday^ Dec. 17^ 1832. At an early 
hour the town gave indications of the scene of which it was about to become 
the theatre. Spacious hustings had been erected near the Town-hall^ and 
groupes of people might be seen anxiously discussing^ and prophesying 
upon^ the probable result of the coming strife, each " making the wish 
the father to his thought," as his predilictions induced him to espouse 
the cause of the coalitionists or of the independent candidate. The 
roads, also, presented an animated appearance, but almost every vehicle 
that entered the town bore the favourite colours — ^the " two-blues" of the 
champion of the independence of the Southern Division. About nine 
o'clock, four carriages, each drawn by four horses, containing many of 
Mr. Bell's principal supporters, arrived from Newcastle, and were loudly 
cheered. All was bustle and activity at the inns ; Mr. Bell's head-quarters 
being the Black Bull, and the coalition candidates, Messrs. Beaumont 
and Ord, having pitched their tent at the White Hart. At ten o'clock 
the inhabitants of Hexham began to collect in great numbers before the 
hustings ; these were soon joined by the patriotic blue voters, who had 
voluntarily travelled from distant parts to welcome, once more, their old 
friend and well tried champion, under whose banner they had, upon two 
former hard-fought electioneering contests, marched to victory. The 
candidates and their friends had now taken their station upon the hustings: 
Mr. Bell in the centre, and Messrs. Beaumont and Ord to his right. 
Many a shout of exultation was sent up for " Canny Matty Bell," by 
the honest and stout hearted yeomen as they recognized their old favourite, 
who seemed in high feather and good spirits, as he cordially acknowledged 
the well known welcome salutation. 

It was clear, however, that the non- voters present were as three to 
one, in comparison to the electors. — This is not to be wondered at when 
we consider the natural influence of Mr. Beaumont in that town. All 
was now in readiness, but there was a pause for Henry John William 
CoUingwood, Esquire, the High Sheriff, who had repaired to the Town- 
hall, to open the proceedings profirrmay and with the usual preliminaries 
While this was going on the principal champions, (if we may be permitted 
to borrow a phrase from the ring,) threw up their castors and prepared for 
action. Mr. Beaumont, recognizing Mr. Bell, stepped up to him, and 
observed with evident agitation, ^' Here we are again !" Mr. Bell, 
extending his^ hand, replied, *' And to end in the same issue." Mr. 
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Beaumont^ shaking Mr. Bell heartily by his extended hand^ said— • 

"Nay, this time I shall beat you." Mr. Bell — " I join issue with you 

upon that ;" and hereupon these redoubted electioneering champions again 

shook hands and separated to their respective stations, a flourish of 

trumpets having announced that the High-Sheriff was ascending the 

hustings. Mr. Bell and Mr. Beaumont are, indeed, " old acquaintance" 

in the acceptation in which the gallant Nelson used the term, when he 

directed " The Victory*' to be lashed alongside his old and formidable 

antagonist, previous to one of his greatest naval triumphs. As to Mr. 

Ord, he really did appear uncomfortable, joyless, and out of his element, 

although, in every other respect, the hustings had an animated and soul 

stirring appearance. There was a lamentable lack of country gentlemen 

in the train of the coalitionists, but of those who appeared in support of 

Mr. Bell, we noticed the following : —

The scene in front was also extremely animating, the banners of the 
respective candidates being so numerous as to serve as a shade to the 
entire number of people who had assembled, amounting to about 2,000. 
In a window opposite we observed Mrs. Beaumont, in company with 
several other laddes. A large number of well dressed females had also 
taken up their stations on the roof of a balustraded building, near the 
Town-hall, while every window which commanded a view was fully 
occupied by the fair forms and fairer faces of the beauties of the north. 

A little before eleven o'clock, the High-Sheriff opened the ad. 
joumed Court, by calling upon any one who had a candidate to propose 
to come forward and — 

GEORGE SILVERTOP, Esq., of Minster Acres, then presented 
himself, and the cheering was very long and loud. Several impudent 
youths who had improperly obtruded themselves upon the hustings, and 
who had taken their station near Mr. Beaumont, not only upon this, but 
durine the entire proceedings, acting as fuglemen. The applause having 
subsided, Mr. Silvertop spoke as follows :— ^ 

Brother Electors, — In obedience to the call just made by our 
worthy high sheriff, whose public servicea I am sure you will agree with 
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me render him most serviceable to his country, I beg leave to offer 
myself to your attention, in obedience to the call he has just made. And 
when I state that I shall conclude my few remarks by proposing for your 
choice, Thomas Wentworth Beaumont, Esq., of By well Hall, as a fit and 
proper person to be returned as one of the representatives for this division 
of the county in parliament> I trust and hope that proposition will meet 
with your unanimous assent. (Laughter and cheers,) And, often as it 
has fallen to my lot to have the honour of addressing my fellow-citizens 
in this very ancient town, nay in this very place have I exhorted the young 
yeomanry whom I had the honour to command — an honour I shall never 
forget — to acts of loyalty to their king, the government, and the consti- 
tution (cheers) ; notwithstanding this, never, no never, did I feel such 
intense anxiety or such responsibility as I at this moment experience. 
( Laughter y and hear, hear,) For, let me ask you what am I about to 
do? (Great laughter,) Not less than to propose to you, my 
fellow countrymen, the means by which we are to put into effect the 
great object you have long had in view, viz. the attainment of cheap 
justice and good government. ( Enthnsiastic shouts,) Much, however, 
of my anxiety I will honestly now confess is removed from my mind, 
because I see before me thousands of my fellow-countrymen, who, for the 
first time in their lives are met to participate in one of the proudest 
privileges that belongs to Englishmen (cheers); and, much of the 
responsibility that I felt on my shoulders is removed, because I perceived 
when I mentioned the name of my honourable friend, it was received 
with favour and approbation. (Applause,) I will not lose another 
moment without most sincerely wishing you all joy on the achievement 
of the most important victory of 1832 — the second Magna Charta of our 
liberties. Ana I am persuaded that whatever difference of opinion may 
have existed amongst many of us, during its progress, that we shall now^ 
one and all, join in a most sincere wish that this great act may tend to the 
peace, to the prosperity, and to the tranquillity of our common land. 
( Universal cheering, and hear, hear, Jrom the friends of Mr, Bell,) 
Now, gentlemen, that the people have attained this most important 
charter of our liberties, now that that they have, in their own hands, the 
means to obtain that which they h^e long asked for, I mean, as I said 
before, cheap and good government^ let me put a question to you — What 
will the people of England do ? Why will they not return to the reform- 
ed House of Commons, men who, through the whole tenure of their lives, 
have been endeavouring to get parliamentary reform ? (Cries of '^ Yes, 
yes,'*) Will they not return to! the ! House of Commons men, who, 
whether in or out of it, have ahvays endeavoured to stem the tide of 
corruption and advocated retrenchment ? (^^ Yes, yes,") I ask you the 
question honestly and fairly will they not do that ? (" Yes, yes,") Will 
they not return those men who, when in the House of Commons, have 
laboured to prevent the enormous accumulation of eight hundred millions 
of debt, to pay the very interest of which, we at this moment are taxed 
for the rays of the sun that comes in at our windows, (laughter) and for 
the matter of the colour of our coats that we wear on our backs. (Great 
laughter,) But I have heard it said, and we are constantly told now, 
that we, who have advocated parliamentary reform have, God knows how, 
fanned the flames of discontent and stimulated the spirit of revolution. 
(Loud cries of '' Yes, yes," and " No, no.") Let me ask your honest 
hearts, whether extravagant expenditure, useless places^ slow justice. 
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pluralities^ and jobs^ have not been infinitely better allies to revolution 
than the acts of the reformers ? (HeaVy hear,) Revolution ! — ^why my 
soul shrinks back on itself at the very name. (Loud cheers and laughter') 
For well do I know what is the effect of a national convulsion, having 
lived in a country where one prevailed, which holds on its course like the 
lava that we read of last week, which burst through the volcano at Etna, 
leaving misery, and horror, and desolation behind it. No ! what I want 
is no revolution — ^what I want is a reform that will bring just and good 
government, which, in its turn will produce prosperity, order, and inter- 
nal tranquillity. (Loud cheers.) For, let me tefl you, my friends, 
without internal tranquillity, commerce must fail, manufactures languish, 
the demand for goods cease, capital flies the land, the industrious man 
suffers horrors unimagined ; the rich is driven to beggary and misfortune, 
and desolation reigns triumphant, while the grim and callous demon of 
misery is aroused who smiles and grins triumphant in his career. (Dead 
silence.) But what I want is a plan of universal education, a cheap 
difosion of knowledge, and a reform of all our institutions, whether in 
church or state, consistent with the spirit of the times, and the character 
of the people. (Loud cheers.) I am anxious to reform, not to destroy. 
(Hear, hear, hear.) What I want is to amend and renovate, like that 
church has'been (pointing to the church newly fronted) and not to pull 
down the glorious fabric of the British constitution. (Loud cheers.) 
These, my fellow-citizens, are the opinions that I entertain ; they have 
been my opinions through life, and I believe I shall entertain them till 
death. (Cheers.) I believe them also to be the opinions of my honour, 
able friend. I present him to you as a man loyal to his King, and at- 
tached to the constitution of his country. (Cheers.) Knowing him, as 
I have done, from his boyhood, to be capable to grapple with any subject, 
however difficult it may be, I present hun to you as a man whose interests 
are identified and interwoven with your own, whether agricultural, 
mining, or commercial. (Cheers.) After an experience of, I think he 
told me last week, about fifteen or sixteen years of parliamentary life, I 
present him to you as a man who has unflinchingly opposed every species 
of corruption, and has unsparingly voted for economy and retrenchment 
(cheers.) I present him to you as the friend of education, and as the 
staunch and warm advocate of civil and religious liberty all over the world. 
And, gentlemen, if it were lawful to envy man, I envy him as one of the 
glorious band who preserved the liberties of Englishmen, when the genius 
of British freedom stood pale and aghast — :when the present government 
had resigned, and the issue was doubtful, he, I say, was one of the 
glorious majority on Lord Ebrington's motion, which re-instated the 
ministry, and saved the country from convulsion. (Great cheering.) 
I present him to you as a man who has fought the good fight, and who 
has been faithful to the declaration that I heard him make last year on 
the hustings at Alnwick, that he would zealously support the great cause 
of parliamentary reform. Gentlemen, he has redeemed his promise, and 
he now appears before you, to give you the opportunity of carrying out 
that great measure to the attainment of the great object for which it was 
introduced, viz., cheap and good government. (The speaker concluded, 
amidst cheers and hisses, by again seconding the nomination of Mr. 
Beaumont.) 
Captain BACON GREY rose and said — Gentlemen, I most heartily 

and cordially second Mr. Siltertop's nomination. 
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Mr. BEAUMONT then presented 'himself^ and was receired with 
three times three cheers^ the fuglemen on the hustings giving the word 
of command. When it had subsided he spoke as follows : — 

As it may be the wish of some gentlemen present to put individual 
questions to me relative to my political sentiments^ I would suggest that 
those questions should be put to me after the few words which I have the 
honour of addressing to you are concluded. I shall now proceed shortly 
to state to you the ground on which I come forward to solicit the high 
and distinguished honour of representing you in Parliament. (^Cheers.) 
I shall state to you what I have done since the last election^ and what it is 
my intention to do should I again be elected your representative. Before I 
proceed to the consideration of these two most important topics^ I shall 
spend a few moments in rebutting one or two charges personal to myself, 
of which I feel that I am totally undeserving. (Hear, hear,) The first 
is one, in the search of which had I sent forth my imagination, it would 
have returned without making the discovery. {A laugh,) The charge 
is, that I wish to dictate to the southern division of Northumberland who 
are to be its representatives. (Hear, hear, from the Bellites ) Gentlemen, 
if I know myself, dictation to any body of men, or to any single man upon 
earth, has been always averse to my principles. (Hear, kear, and a 
laugh,) My creed has always been tolerance, both civil and religious ; 
and I refer to my own tenantry whether I ever used compulsion in seeking 
for their votes even for myself. (Peals of laughter,) I freely here, in 
the face of the county of Northumberland, assure this great meeting and 
the county, that if any elector has been induced by dictation to give me 
his vote after having promised it to another candidate, I freely release 
him. (Applause,) I shrink back from the subterfuge that I am not 
responsible for the conduct of my agents ; I should be ashamed of myself 
if I did not step between my agents and any elector to whom they wished 
to dictate. How is it likely then that I, who have never in one single 
instance, publicly or privately, wished to dictate, should now rise up into 
such an extravagant monster, as to wish to dictate to the whole southern 
division of the county of Northumberland ? (Laughter and applause.) 
Nothing could have been so monstrous and preposterous, and I should not 
have noticed it had it not been forced upon me by the address of my 
adversary. The history of Mr. Ord and myself coming forward conjointly 
is this : — An address reached us from a very important quarter, and signed 
by a considerable number of persons of great respectability, calling upon 
my friend and myself to come forward as candidates for the southern 
division, to give the electors the opportunity of proving that here, at least, 
there had been " no re- action !" (Cheers,) They wished to have two 
members who would carry into effect that bill which they had sent two 
reformers to support. How, then, could I refuse such a request as this, 
for it never was my wish to assume anything like dictation. (Applause.) 
The next charge against me is, that I have entered into a coalition with 
Mr. Ord. I plead guilty to the charge ; but instead of considering it 
matter of reproach, inasmuch as it was brought about by the electors 
themselves, I look upon it as the greatest honour, and I put it forward as 
a claim to the approbation of the electors of the southern division. (Hear, 
hear.) ^ t have undergone the pain, the trouble, and the anxiety of a 
contested election on public principles alone ; and whether we succeed, 
which I feel confident we shall, or not, I shall look back to this circumstance 
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to the last hour of mj existence with gratification and pride. {Great 
applause.) I determined to forego ease and tranquillity for what I 
considered the honour and consistency of the county of Northumberland, 
and the best interests of my country in supporting the provisions of the 
reform bill. (Applause.) Had I^ however, joined in a coalition in the 
sense which it is intended to signify, for the sake of my own personal 
aggrandizement, I should have been ashamed of myself at the reflection. 
It would have been against every feeling of my past life, and my heart 
tells me I am innocent of such a charge. {Cheers.) Surely, then, I am 
justified in saying, that I have entered into a coalition for your good and 
not my own ; and whilst I plead ffuilty to the charge, I repeat, I put it 
forth as a ground of your approbation. But against whom, I ask, have I 
coalesced ? I beg to observe, that I speak not of Mr. Bell personally, but 
of the Tories as a party throughout. Against whom, then, have I coalesced ? 
Against the dictation of the Tories of the southern division of Northum. 
berland, and the chieftain of the anti-reform petition ; against the 
dictation of landlords who compel their tenants to vote for a candidate 
against their wishes. (Hisses.) I have seen letters, and I have them 
now in my possession, in which dictation has been used towards electors 
to induce them to vote for Mr. Bell after they had promised for Beaumont 
and Ord. 

The Rev. R. H. BRANDLING—" Name them," foUowed by shouts 
of applause and disapprobation. 

Mr. BEAUMONT — I repeat I have letters in my possession. I am 
not bound to give up the names, because I do not wish to draw down 
indignation against any man : but I give you my honour that I have those 
letters. 

Rev. R. H. BRANDLING — He deserves exposing, if there be such 
a man — give up his name (tremendous cheering). 

Mr. BEAUMONT — I repeat I am not bound to give up the name, 
(laughter) — ^but one letter I shall notice. It is written by the agent of 
a gentleman to one of his dependants, and says, " The promise given to 
Beaumont and Ord having been obtained by falsehood, you are to break 
your promise ; it would be more honoured in the breach than in the 
observance." I repeat, I am not willing to mention names, for in that 
case the man who delivered the letter would become the victim ; but I 
give you my honour that I have the letter (hisses and cheers). The 
coalition, of which I am proud to be one of the parties, is a coalition 
against a party which calls itself " Conservative" (a laugh). But of what, 
I would ask, are they conservative, except corruption's jobs and their 
own power (laughter, cheers, and hisses). Gentlemen, I like not to bandy 
names ; I shall not, therefore, utter those appellations which come to my 
mind on such a subject ; but I would remark, that if ever there was a 
job to be carried, the Tories carried it, until at last they were chased 
from Parliament by the indignation of the country (hisses). If ever a 
motion for reform was made from the liberal side of the house, they drove 
it away, because they would have nothing, or because the measure pro- 
posed was not specific; and when something specific was at length 
proposed, they cried out it was too much — and thus they were obliged to 
have reform forced down their throats (roars of laughter). It is, there- 
fore, either ignorance or scandalous hypocrisy in the Tories to call 
themselves conservatives (hisses). They are. either ignorant of the 
meaning of the term, or otherwise they would have us TOlieve that the 
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existence of the constitution depends upon the existence of its corruptions 
(^laughter). Now^ they cannot free themselves from this dilemma^ either 
they are grossly ignorant^ or else they are complete hypocrites {tremendous 
hissing and cheering). It has been remarked by my friend Mr. Silvertop, 
that no man is more anxious for the good of ms country than Mr. Bell. 
Why^ gentlemen^ there is no doubt of that — all the Tories are the same. 
But^ let me ask^ will they support it by giving us a great and extensive 
reform in the church ? Will they give us cheap law ? and will they assist 
in extending the blessings of education equally to all ? On these points 
let us judge them by their past actions. I myself was with them about 
three quarters of a year^ but I very soon found myself in bad company 
(laughter and hisses). I'll tell you what convinced me. It was during 
the time of the occurrences at Manchester in 1818. Lord Castlereagh 
said to the people^ '' You are becoming impatient of taxation^ though you 
have everything you can desire ; a little learning is a dangerous thing ; 
you have got too much of it already^ so I'll give you the gagging bills" 
(applause). Then came out the law against cheap publications^ one <^ 
those laws curiously called the six acts. These^ gentlemen/ are the acts of 
the Tories. Know^ then, a tree by its fruits. I know that the eagging bills 
came out in order to prevent the cry forreform^ because it was said the people 
were meddling with things with which they had no business (laughter). 
But the reform bill is now passed^ and the Tories come forward and say^ 
'^ we are now as good as you to carry the provisions of the bill into effect" (a 
laugh). This is not the first time that hatred has been considered an excel- 
lent preliminary to affection. In casting my eyes the other day over the 
play of the Rivals, I cami to a passage where Mrs. Malaprop was endea- 
vouring to inculcate a similar doctrine into the mind of ner niece. The 
young lady thought that a little affection before marriage was a good 
thing. Her aunt addressed her in these words just as a Tory might do^ 
'* Oh, no ! I hated your poor dear uncle like a black-a-moor before I was 
married to him, but yet you know, my dear, what an excellent wife I 
made him" (laughter and disapprobation). So will the Tories say ; put 
them into Parliament, and see what excellent wives they will become to 
the reform bill. But you, gentlemen, will judge of what the Tories will be 
by what they have been. You know that reform must be squeezed out of 
them, and it will come far short of what you expect from those who will 
have the honour of representing you in the next Parliament. Since the 
time when you were pleased to return Beaumont and Howick as your 
representatives two years ago, I have voted, as you know, heartily, and 
have spent many a long night in watching and aiding the prc^ess of the 
reform bill. And this election, though the name be different, is the same 
thing in substance ; the same principle is at issue, the same cause is to 
be supported. It was ^^ Beaumont and Howick" then, it is now ^* Beaumont 
and Ord," and I trust that Beaumont and Ord will be returned to the 
next Parliament (cheers and hisses). If so, I can assure you it will be 
my anxious endeavour to support the liberal administration, and I'll tell 
you why, because I believe that by their means we shall obtain the neces- 
sary reforms in the church, the law, and in the financial system of the 
country, and the removal of those abuses which under Tory mismanage- 
ment, prevented us from beholding the actual beauty of the constitution. 
C applause J. This is a crisis on which every thing hangs. We are al- 
most on the eve of war (a voice, " we are already in the war") ; and on 
this subject, by the way, I beg to say a few words, because the Tories, 
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with their usual caodour, have perverted that question. The despotic 
Tories or Tory despots of Europe^ whichever you please to call them, 
will, if they can, comhine against free institutions wherever they raise 
their heads ; and be it observed that I am a hater of Tonrism, whether it 
shew itself on the hustings at Hexham, or on the throne of Russia 
C Hisses and cheers, J With me it is a nameless being, but a hated sub^ 
stance, and whether it exists on the throne, in the castle, or in the abode 
of the commoner, I beg to be considered its inveterate and unflinching 
enemy (much hissing). I shall flght against it with all the humble 
talents which nature has bestowed upon me. If I succeed, great will be 
iny triumph — ^if I fail, I would not forfeit that honour for the good opinion 
of the most successful Tories in the world (laughter). Gentlemen, I 
cannot conclude without alluding to that point in which Tory candour 
shines with such beauty (a laugh). In the first place, let us give the 
children to the ri^ht father. Who contracted for the Russia Dutch loan ? 
The Tories. (A voice — '^ Who paid the money when the Contract mas 
violated ?*' — A voice in response — " The Whigs," Followed by peals of 
laughter). Well then, who entered into the coalition for the division of 
Senium and Holland ? The Tories. (J voice — ^' Aye^^ut the Whigs 
have begun the war*' Laughter,) Yes, but the Tories contracted for 
the loan, in order to support what they call anti-revolutionary wars, but 
which I call anti.freedom wars (cheers and laughter). We won't ask them 
whether they own the child ; I never knew a man willing to take blame 
to himself if he could help it (a laugh). In the first place they set the 
country on fire, and then they complain it is too hot. They first make 
reform necessary, and then cry out they have ^t too much of it {hisses). 
The Tories accuse us of a war which has arisen from the seeds of bad 
government they themselves have sown (a voice — " The Whigs will reap 
the fruits"). Such conduct is abominable. They talk of good.hearted 
Tories ; but they are unworthy to be so designated, unless honesty means 
ignorance, in which sense I b^eve the term is sometimes used (hisses). 
If ever there was such a thing as knavery it has been the character of the 
Tories since they were driven from power. Every thing which cunning 
could imagine, and which the lowest mind could stoop to, has been adopt- 
ed by the Tories to secure their objects (cries of " No, no" and much 
disapprobation). Look at the timber duties.^ — The Tories thought that 
by ^vouring the popular cry, they would be able to regain their power, 
and therefore voted, without shame, against their own bill, {it is a 
Whig measure). It is abominable that we, the liberal party, who have 
done so much to take off the taxes from all who desire it, — ^there may be 
some who do not desire it {hear, hear,) but we cannot help that (a laugh), 
that we shsuld be accused by the Tories of throwing away money to the 
Emperor of Russia, because we are payine a debt which they have con. 
tracted. {A voice — it was payable on conditions that are ended). From 
the predicament in which we have been placed by the Tories, the govern- 
ment of the country is obliged to act as it has done, that the honour of the 
country may not be injured. And, gentlemen, nothing can be more im- 

fortant than that the honour of England should be preserved. Gentlemen, 
have now stated to you my opmions ; and have relieved myself from 
those charges which are false, and not fit to be cast [on one worthy of 
being your representative. I have also stated what it is my intention to 
do, should I have the honour of being returned to the next parliament. 
I thank you most kindly for the hearing you have given me, and ihl offer, 
ing myself for your choice, while I declare that I meant nothing personal 
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in my remarks^ I beg it to be understood thef e is not a more deteimined 
hater of Tory administrations in existence^ than the hon. gentleman who 
has just had the honour of addressing you {cheers and laughter). 

Captain COULSON, of Blenkinsopp Castle, then presented himself, 
and was received with a perfect storm of enthusiastic shouts from one 
party, and determined yells from the other. He spoke as follows : — 

Mr. Sheriff and Brother Electors. — At a few moments' notice, 
in consequence of the illness of my father, who had undertaken the 
pleasing duty, I appear before you to propose a gentlemen whom I consider 
m every way deserving of your choice. {Here the fuglemen on the hustings 
waived their hats, and urged their troops below to yell and hiss, which con^ 
tinuedfor several minutes.) I beg to propose to you as a fit and proper 
person to represent this division of the county in parliament, my honour, 
able friend on my right, Matthew Bell, Esq. of Woolsington {three 
rounds of cheering accompanied by disapprobation). I believe Mr. Bell's 
bitterest and most malignant poutical enemies, have never been able to 
bring one charge against his private life {cheers and. vehement cries from 
the liberals of '^ No, no, we admit that") / Well then, I shall not dwell 
on that subject, further than to observe that the best pledgeyou can have 
of a man's public integrity is his private worth {cheers). The man who 
is honest, diligent, and kind in his private relations may safely be trusted 
for honesty, diligence, and kindness in his public relations {great applause). 
And, gentlemen, the only charge that has ever been brought against Mr. 
Bell, to my knowledge is, that he has had daring and honesty enough to 
oppose himself to those who arrogate the sole right of being able to form 
correct opinions upon public measures {immense cheering and disapproba^ 
tion, the services of the fuglemen being again put in requisition). The 
Captain, turning to that part of the hustings, continued — I say the man 
who will only hear one side of an argument is not a real friend to free- 
dom ; {enthusiastc cheers,) and the man who will only listen to such as 
fully agree with him in sentiment, is in conduct a tyrant, and at heart a 
despot {reiterated shouts of applause). The man who will try to drown 
the opinion of others by the hollow, but overwhelming argument of noise 
is, with liberty on his lips and hypocrisy in his heart, but a very shallow 
politician {cheers). Gentlemen, Mr. Bell has claims upon your attention 
in a public point of view ; he served you in two parliaments, with faith- 
fulness, zeal, and a devoted attention to your interests, as well as the 
great interests of the country {hear, hear). Taking the two grounds of 
his public services and his private worth {a voice — *^ Come to his public 
character"). Well, you shall have his public character, too, if you will 
have the good manners to listen to it {laughter and cheers). I say then 
on the two grounds I have mentioned, Mr. Bell has a decided claim upon 
your support {cheers). But there is another ground on which he nas 
much greater claims upon every man who values the honour of his native 
county, or the independence of the Southern Division. All such ought 
to vote for Mr. Bell, and for this reason, a coalition, {hisses) aye, I have 
no doubt it is an harsh word to your ears {a laugh), but I repeat a coali. 
tion has been entered into for the purpose of dictating to the electors, and 
which, if permitted to succeed, will render the Southern Division an 
immense close and rotten borough {enthusiastic cheers, and cries of " It 
shan't be," answered by disapprobation). Well, you say it shan't be ; and 
that any honest elector should wish to see the county, or any portion of 
the county, degraded to the situation of a rotten borough, does not admit 
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of a question. Gentleman^ I had hoped that no subject of irritation would 
have been entered upon, but that the proceedings would have passed over 
in good humour and quiet. But I am sorry to observe^ that Mr. Beau, 
mont has disappointed my expectations in that respect by going so far 
back as the year 1818, for the purpose of refreshing your memories upon 
matters to which it would have shewn much better taste not to have 
adverted {hear, hear), I am unused to speak in public, and therefore must 
crave your indulgence, while I make a few remarks on the speech of Mr. 
Beaumont (hear, hear). In the first place, he has denied that the coali- 
tion into which he has entered, is an attempt at dictation (hear, hear, 
from Mr. Beaumont), Well, gentlemen, but it is at all events an attempt 
to monopolize the entire representation of this division, and thereby 
prevent those of a different way of thinking, from being represented at 
all (laughter and cheers). And I will ask whether, if a coalition had 
been formed with Mr. Bell, for the purpose of electing two Tories, and 
ousting Mr. Beaumont from the representation, he womd not have called 
that " dictation ?" (great cheering), 

Mr. BEAUMONT, with animation — Certainly not— certainly not 
(laughter). 

Captain COULSON continued — Well, I receive Mr. Beaumont's 
denial ; but he has indulged in the most furious, uncalled for, and I must 
say, unfounded attack upon the Tories as a body (cheers). Pray is Mr. 
Beaumont nnd his party to assume to themselves that they are the only 
honest politicians, or that they alone have the right to think ? (loud cries 
of " Yes" " No, no," and cheers). Now, Mr. Beaumont has said that 
he does not wish his observations to apply to individuals ; but my impres- 
sion is this: if any remarks are made reflecting upon a body, those 
remarks are personal to the individuals who belong to that body — (Cries 
of " No, no" from Mr, Beaumont) — and I, as a Tory, repel Mr. Beaumont's 
remarks with indignation and contempt (hud cheers, and cries of " No 
mf*). But Mr. Beaumont has also laid upon the shoulders of the Tories 
the payment of the Russian-Dutch Loan, and then he tells us we are on 
the eve of a war, for which also, he says, the Tories are responsible (a 
voice — " We must thank the Duke of fVellington for that"). Gentlemen, 
I beg to differ from that person in the crowd, and also from Mr. Beaumont 
upon this subject. But if the Tories had erred upon these subjects, if 
they did bring the country to the verge of a war, then for what purpose 
have these Whigs been in office for two years, without putting an end to 
that state of things ? Why have they gone Uundering on for two years, 
and then go to war to preserve peace ? (laughter aud cheers). Gentlemen, 
as I expressed a hope that subjects of irritation should be avoided, I will 
not be the individual to dwell upon other points that might provoke angry 
discussion — (hear, hear) — ^but will conclude by proposing to you Matthew 
Bell, Esq., as a fit and proper person to represent the Southern Division 
of Northumberland in Parliament. (Loud cheers and expressions of dis- 
approbation followed this manly speech, which was extremely well deli- 
vered, in a bold, confident tone, which put to shame those who were 
anxious to put down a political opponent without hearing him.) 

Sir JOHN TREVELYAN, Bart., then presented hunself, and was 
received with cheers. He said — 

Gentlemen Electors, — I most heartily and cordially second the 
nomination of Mr Bell^ which has been so ably proposed to you by the 
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nvarthj Captain^ with the expression of my ardent wish that Mir. Bell 
may come out of this contest triumphantly (loud cheers). 

Mr. BELL then presented himself, but the cheers of his friends and 
the disapprobation of the ^^ Coalitionists" continued for some time. 
When the storm had spent its rage^ he spoke as follows : — 

Brother Electors, — ^I have, in the first place, to offer my best 
acknowledgments to those very kind friends who have done me the 
honour to propose and second me as a fit and proper person to represent 
the Southern Division of Northumberland in Parliament. Gentlemen, 
having done so, I must beg your attention for a short time, while I 
endeavour to put you in possession of my opinions on the present state 
of public affairs, that the motives which have induced me to appear 
before you this day, and the line of conduct which I mean to pursue, 
should I be so fortunate as to succeed in the object of my ambition, may 
be explained (cheers). I am sensible of the deep responsibility which 
attaches to the situation of your representative (hear, hear), I am 
well aware that the duties of a member of parliament are arduous and 
complicated, and can only be performed honourably and beneficially by 
•one, who through good and evil report, and whatever may be the 
temptation to swerve from his public duty, has yet the courage to pursue 
that course, which in his honest opinion is most likely to promote the 
local interests of his constituents, and the real interests of his country 
{.applause). This, gentlemen, when I served you at a former period, 
was the constant rule by which my conduct, as your representative, was 
•directed — no paltry consideration of self.interest could induce me, as a 
public character, to conceal my honest opinions (^cheers). The part I 
acted was acted in open day, I deceived no one (reiterated cheers). 
•Conscious of this, gentlemen, conscious that I had spared neither pains 
or labour to discharge my duty towards you, I was encouraged to offer 
myself to your choice on the present occasion (hear, hear). But I was 
>opposed, gentlemen, not by individuals resting their case on its own 
^merits, but by a coalition undisguised and avowed, (cheers and hisses), 
for the purpose of defeating me, and I was assailed with volumes of 
falsehood and slander (loud cheers\ I should not have had the spirit of 
a man had I shrunk from the conflict. If I had quailed at the voice of 
clamour, or dreaded the shafts of calumny, I should have been unworthy 
of the name of a Northumbrian (immense applause). No, gentlemen, 
these were not weapons to drive me from the field (reiterated cheers.) I 
know that I address men who possess the same spirit, and whose feelings 
respond to mine (cheers and huses). Conscious of the rectitude of my 
own conduct, and the purity of my motives, I have entered on this 
contest and will maintain it to the last (cheers for several minutes). I 
.seek no object of private ambition ; and if any other individual, on this 
occasion, had stepped forward as the Champion of the Lidependence of 
the Southern Division of this county, my exertions would not have been 
less in his cause than in my own (rapturous applause). I am aware that 
no endeavours have been left untried to injure me in your opinion. My 
sentiments on every subject of public interest have been grossly mis- 
represented, but I trust that I shall be enabled to expose those misrepre- 
sentations (hear, hear, and cheers). In the first place, then, gentlemen, 
I am accused of seeking a seat in Parliament, for the purposes of faction. 
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But if sent there^ I will not enlist myself under the banners of any 
party as a factious opponent of the present or any other administration 
{hear, hear). I will enter the House of Commons as an independent 
country gentleman^ fettered by no tie but that of my duty to you 
{cheers). If sent to Parliament, I will support the present, or any 
ministers, in every measure which has for its object the lightening of the 
burthens which press upon the country {laughter and cheers), I will 
support them m abolishing every useless place, and in discontinuing every 
unmerited pension. I trust his Majesty's Ministers are sincere in their 
wish to abolish slavery, that stain on the British name {great cheering). 
I will always regard the question as one, not of party, but of humanity ; 
and will cheerfully lend my aid to any safe measure for its immediate 
abolition {enthusiastic cheers). Gentlemen, born and educated in the 
principles of the Church of England, and admiring, as I do, the purity 
of its doctrines, I am most anxious that all reproach should be removed 
from it {hear, hear). From experience, I know the moral good that 
proceeds from a body of Parochial Clergy, resident on their cures, and 
zealous in the discharge of their several duties ; that good, I believe, 
would be extended, if the present system of the payment of tithes were 
removed, and some plan of commutation substituted. I will give my 
best attention to any rational plan of effecting this object ; but, at th6 
same time, I wish it to be distinctly understood, that I will never be a 
party to sacrilege and plunder ; I never will give my aid to destroy the 
sacred edifice raised by the piety of our ancestors {applause and disap^ 
probation). And, gentlemen, I will not yield to any man alive in my 
anxious desire that the peace of the world should be preserved ; for in the 
present state of the finances of the country, those must be worse than 
madmen who have other views ; and it will afford me sincere satisfaction, 
if recent events, which no one can lament more than I do, may not lead 
to a serious interruption of the general tranquillity {hear, hear). 
Gentlemen, there are some points on which I materially differ with hi» 
Majesty's Ministers, and must continue to differ. I must ever r^ard 
the system of Free Trade as most impolitic and unjust ; it has already 
brought great distress upon the Shippmg Interest, and, if persevered in, 
must produce utter ruin to the British Ship-owner, and with, our maritime 
greatness must fall our greatness as a nation {cheers), I also feel, that 
under the specious pretext of liberality and fair dealing, a most undue 
advantage has been given to foreigners, and an unfair preference to foreign 
productions. I think British industry entitled to protection, whether 
employed at the loom, or in the cultivation of the soil {cheers), I am no 
bigot to any particular or precise system of Com Laws ; I will, however, 
only support that system which will give the British Agriculturist the 
protection which, from his peculiar situation, highly taxed as he is, he haa 
a right to expect {great applause). Such a rate of du|;y on foreign com 
must be imposed as will enable the British Farmer not only to support 
himself, but adequately to remuneiate the labourer who cultivates his 
soil. The labourer, as well as the mechanic, should be enabled to live in 
comfort in his native land, and should not be driven an outcast to foreign 
shores {cheers). I am charged with being adverse to innovation. I admit 
that I am an enemy to innovation when the benefit is problematical, and the 
only certainty is the creation of new offices, and the imposition of addi. 
tional charges on the country. I am held up as a supporter of monopolies. 
I will support no monopoly further than is consistent with the interests of 
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the Gountry. I consider the Bank of England lis an establishment of great 
importance^ the pecuniary powers of which I should besorry tosee impaired. 
And^ gentlemen^ let me tell you^ it is moreover highly popular in its con- 
stitution ; any individual who chooses to invest his money m it^ be it little 
or much^ receives his proportion of its profits, and participates in its 
prosperity ; but I will not advocate the renewal of exclusive privileges to 
this or any other establishment which can be proved to be detrimental to 
the country f applause J. And^ gentlemen^ my own interests are so com- 
pletely identified with those of the electors for the Southern division of 
Northumberland^ that I cannot claim any great degree of merit in 
de^'^oting myself to the promotion of their interests. I can^ however^ 
safely declare^ that, whilst I had the honouir to represent the county of 
Northumberland^ the objects and the business of my constituents received 
from me the very best attention I was able to bestow upon them {cries of 
'' That's true, Matty"), I endeavoured to serve all men alike — such, 
again, shall be the rule of my conduct, if returned as your representative. 
It was not my intention to have made any invidious allusion to parties ; 
but, after what has fallen from the gentlemen on the other side, I cannot 
remain silent. The honourable gentleman who proposed Mr. Beaumont 
has chained the Tory administration with a lavish expenditure of the pub- 
lic money in wars. I beg him to remember that if those wars were not 
necessary, they were at least popular wars ; and the minister of the day 
was urged on by the approving voice of the people (cheers). Those 
events, however, occurred before I had a seat in parliament. During 
my political life, I supported a retrenching administration (cheers) ; and 
their successors had the candour to admit that, in many branches of the 
public service, the Duke of Wellington's administration had done so much^ 
that retrenchment could be carried no further. My honourable friend, 
Mr. Beaumont, has spoken, too, of Tory extravagance and Tory jobs. I 
I cannot quite acquit the Whigs of either (laughter). The uncalled for 
payment to Russia, the large subsidy for the purpose of placing a German 
boy on the throne of Greece, I cannot consider symptoms of economy ; 
and the expensive parade of an extraordinary embassy on a pleasant sum- 
mer excursion to St. Petersburgh, savours of a job (cheers and laughter). 
The object which I seek is open to all, and I have no right to complain 
that others should pursue it as well as myself ; but I cannot think it quite 
fSedr that two should combine agrinst one. From the outset, my two 
opponents have been leagued together against me : the odds were 
fearful ; but Englishmen have a natural love of fair.play, and an abhor, 
rence of all coalitions (cheers). The spirit of Northumberland was 
roused ; and whilst the bond of alliance was drawn closer and closer 
between my competitors, and, whilst their adherents assailed me with 
every variety of slander, my brother Electors threw around me the shield 
of their protection; they gathered about in formidable numbers, — ^the 
day fast approaches when their strength will be proved, and I venture to 
predict that it will be found to be invincible (long continued cheers). I 
trust the approaching conflict will be conducted with good humour ; and 
that we shall follow the example of peace and order which has just been 
set us on a similar occasion by the largest and most populous town in this 
county (cheers). Gentlemen in conclusion I have only to thank you most 
cordially for the kind attention with which you have listened to those 
remarks I have felt it my duty to address to you this day. And now 
permit me to return my best and wannest acknowledgements to those 
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kind and powerful friends who have honoured me with their confidence 
and support on this occasion. To them I feel a deep sense of obligation^ 
and I know it is unnecessary for me to say one word to quicken their zeal 
in the cause in which we have embarked to secure the independence of 
the county^ or to stimulate their exertions to consummate its triumph. 
(Loud cheers and disapprobation followed the^ delivery of this straight-- 
forward speech). 

The Rev J. S. OGLE, (of Kirkly,) next presented himself, to pro- 
pose William Ord, Esq., of Whitfield Hall, as a fit and proper person to 
represent the Southern Division of Northumberland in parliament. The 
Rev. Gentleman was throughout very indistinctly heard, even in the 
reporters' box, while to the crowd below he was perfectly inaudible. We 
can only, therefore, furnish an imperfect transcript of his speech. The 
Rev. Gentleman was, notwithstanding, suffered to proceed at great 
length without interruption, out of respect to his age and station. He said : 

Gentlemen — In pronouncing the name of William Ord, Esq., of 
Whitfield Hall, as a fit and proper person to represent the Southern 
Division in Parliament, I have the gratification not only of proposing an 
esteemed friend, but a statesman of the highest integrity, who has had 
the test of nearly forty years' experience in Parliament {cheers). And 
in so doing I can state with infinite satisfaction and truth, that I could 
not be so far led away by ties of personal consideration, as to recommend 
a candidate whose political creed was not in the strictest unison with my 
own, as well as, I believe, with that of a majority of the electors. Neither 
am I so far actuated by the feelings of party as to pay no regard, in the 
recommendation of a candidate to your choice, of religious principle, moral 
worth, and sound judgment (cheers), Mr. Ord has, perhaps, laboured 
as hard in his vocation, and spent as many hours in the House of Com- 
mons, without holding place under any government, as the most assiduous 
of secretaries, I will not except even Mr. Croker himself (lauhgter). 
Neither had he idled away the days of his youth in the pursuit of vain 
and frivilous objects, but in the search after that knowleoge which must 
fit every man in a peculiar degree to transact the business necessarily 
imposed upon him wno may be called upon to guard the interests of the 
United Kingdom (cheers), Mr. Ord is what I denominate a genuine 
old Whig, conscientiously and firmly attached to our venerable constitu. 
tion. He did not belong to that class of men who would overthrow the 
bulwarks of our excellent establishments, and lay their beautiful oma. 
ments in the dust : but he was wise enough to know, that without constant 
attention, and well-timed repair, neither can those ornaments, or even 
the very bulwarks themselves, endure for ever. He was a true friend to 
civil as well as religious liberty, and also a sincere one to the established 
church. If I could, for one moment, harbour a thought that the candidate 
whose cause I am advocating would consent to the spoliation of that 
church, even though sanctioned at any period by the ministers of the 
crown, which, indeed, was next to an impossibility, I would sooner put 
my right hand into the fire than hold it out in friendship to him. I do 
not mean to say that abuses have not crept into the church as well as the 
state, and I adinit it to be the duty of every legislator to aid in the reform 
of those abuses. But the difference is wide between reform and ruin, 
and it is to such men only as Mr. Ord that you can with safety trust your 

s 
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best interests both in church and state (cheers). I do not from my heart 
believe that from the whole country a man can be brought forwara better 
calculated to carry into effect those principles which you all so much love 
and cherish. But the point most to be insisted on as a reason why you should 
return this gentleman to Parliament^ in preference to the wisest and most 
conscientious Tory that ever drew breath is, that he has fought the battle 
of reform, and his name is enrolled in the list of conquerors {hear, and 
laughter). Will you refuse your suffrage to one whose political consis- 
tency has, in a great measure, secured to you so great a benefit ? I may 
venture to predict, from the enthusiasm with which you have received the 
name of William Ord, that such will not be the result of this day's 
meeting ; but that his cause, as well as the cause of reform, will derive 
support from your feelings of gratitude for past services, as well as from 
the strong assurances we have of what we may expect from a tried, 
honest, and independent member of Parliament. I am old enough to 
remember the time when steam was first applied to mechanical purposes ; 
and it was only within our memories that the thrashing-machine had been 
in general use, and great were the objections raised against both of them.. 
Would the navigator of steam.vessels willingly forego the benefits derived 
from such an invention? or would the agriculturist voluntarily give up the use 
of the thrashing-machine ? So will it hereafter be said of the reform bill. 
I consider that bill as the thrashing-machine of the state, and it has done 
more in one year to reform abuses, than the political fiail could have done 
in twenty {immense cheering). One word more ; but, as the days are 
short, the weather cold, and I am not so young as I was forty years ago, 
when I first had the honour of Mr. Ord's acquaintance, I will not detain 
you long. The honour to which the several candidates this day aspire, 
is the greatest an Englishman can obtain. The King cannot confer it on 
any man ; the King may create a Peer, but without the voice of his 
people he cannot send a member to the Commons' House of Parliament. 
In this free country it is fairly open to all men of education and fortune 
sufficient to secure an honest independence. It is not to be considered the 
property of this or that great family, but as the object of honourable ambi- 
tion to every one qualified to undertake a trust of such high importance. 
The contest, therefore, should be carried on with the best possible under- 
standing on all sides {hear, hear). I regret to say, that contested elections 
have too often proved the source of much ill-will to those who would 
otherwise have met on the most friendly footing. 1 therefore entreat both 
Whigs and Tories, and indeed men of all parties, to consider themselves 
as companions travelling the same road, and having the self-same object 
in view — the good of their country ; and I beg them not to fall out by 
the way. I offer the hand of good fellowship equally to both {cheers). 
The day might come when they would both find the necessity of uniting 
against the common enemy. I shall record my vote in favour of the 
reform candidates, Mr. Beaumont and Mr. Ord, because, in my humble 
opinion, the King and his ministers require the aid of such men, and also 
because I conscientiously believe his Majesty's present government have 
acted with judgment for the good of their country, and ought to be sup- 
ported by all who do not wish to see political unionists and republican 
theorists giving laws to the kingdom {hisses, mingled with cheers). The 
honourable gentleman then concluded bo proposing William Ord, Esq., 
of Whitfield Hall, as a fit ond proper person to represent the Southern 
Division of this county in the ensumg Parliament. 
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CHRISTOPHER BLACKETT, Esq., of Wylam, next presented 
himself. He spoke nearly as follows : — 

Brother Electors^ — I beg most cordially to second the nomination 
of Mr. Ord, as a proper person to represent yonr interests in the House 
of Commons ; and to state my entire acquiescence in the justness of that 
eulogium which Mr. Ogle has pronounced upon him (applause). We are 
called upon to return members to parliament^ properly qualified from their 
merits and station in society ; and who can be better qualified than one 
who^ during a long life, has devoted himself to the science of legisla. 
tion C laughter J, One who has studied, and reflected upon it — ^who, 
during thirty years, has been the unvarying advocate of civil and religious 
liberty, and most assiduous in the discharge of his public duties ; and who 
has done all this without seeking for any other recompense, save that, 
the first and best which a honest patriot can obtain, the esteem of his 
fellow-countrymen, and the respect of his own honourable mind {great 
cheering). I will appeal to any man possessed of common truth and 
candour, if these are not the recommendations with which Mr. Ord now 
presents himself as a candidate for your suf&ages {hear, hear) ? These, 
gentlemen, are the recommendations ; and what are the objections that 
have been urged against him ? Those which I have heard are so puerile 
that I am almost ashamed to mention them (laughter J. He has been 
termed the silent member — (a voice — '^ so he is.") — the slave of a party— 
(increased laughter) ; and, most monstrously, the farmer's enemy. Yes, 
it has been most sagaciously discovered, and eloquently dwelt upon, that 
Jlr. Ord is the inveterate enemy of that very race of men with whom his 
own interests are exclusively blended (cheers), and that he is far from 
being friendly to the interests of those with whom, above all others, he 
himself must flourish or fall {cheers ajid laughter). Was ever absurdity 
equal to this } Then as to the ^^ silent member." Has not Mr. Ord 
given frequent instances, and will he not add another to them this day, 
that if he has been silent in his seat in Parliament it was from no lack of 
talent that he was not otherwise. If he have been the silent member 
which he is represented, but which I do not believe, do we not all know 
that diflidence and good sense often keep talent in the back ground, until 
accident, or some great emergency, brings it forth {peals of laughter.) 
Besides, it is not the faculty of making long speeches which constitutes a 
good parliamentary representative ; but the good sense, laborious applica. 
tion, honest votes, attention to duty, andji above all, a determination not 
to seek the promotion of family or private aggrandizement, to the prejudice 
of the interests of his constituents, and of the welfare of the country at 
large {great applause). Now, I will fearlessly ask if these are not Mr. 
Ord's recommendations } {a voice — " They are"). And yet the coalition 
of men like these, Mr. Bell has termed, in no measured language, as 
highly offensive to the county. For my part I cannot conceive that the 
coalition is offensive which appeals to the prmciples of the electors only, and 
never to their prejudices {cheers). You have all, I doubt not, read the ad- 
dresses of the liberal candidates. Are they not fair manifestos of public 
principle ? {^'yeSy yes"). Do they not embody sentiments which the friends 
of their country's freedom will receive wherever they are found ? iVll these 
addresses would be equally intelligible in Dorsetshire or Devonshire, as 
they are here in Northumberland {cheers). They speak of tranquillity and 
good government a> home, and honour abroad. And now that I have 
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reached this point, I cannot but express my regret at some things which 
fell from my honourable friend (Captain Coulson). I desire not to 
retort that which I wish had never been originated (hear, hear) ; but I 
must say that I do not consider this a fit arena for the exhibition of family 
feuds or mere personal revilings : but I rather look upon it as a member 
of our common country, alive only to those great interests which affect 
the British nation. Gentlemen, in the present state of the weather, (the 
rain was very heavy,) I am really ashamed to trespass so long upon your 
time (a fmcty " men give up") : but there is one particular vote of my 
friend, Mr. Ord's, which I think will be a ready and satisfactory answer 
to the assertion, dictated by a mean party spirit, that he is hostile to the 
farmers. I allude to his vote upon the beer bill (a person in the crowds 
" / wish they hadn't meddled mi* that, for we've never had a drop of good 
beer since," followed hy peals of laughter). That bill was considered 
as most likely to prove highly beneficial to the farmers, by promoting the 
consumption of grain ; and it was opposed by the brewers as injurious to 
their profession. And what did Mr. Ord do ? Why, he opposed the 
latter party, and voted in favour of the bill, through an honest good will 
to the farmers. I may also appeal to Mr. Ord's conduct with respect to 
the bills for catholic emancipation, and for the repeal of the test and cor. 
poration acts, which were so destructive to the commonest relations of life, 
but which would never have been carried by the Wellington administration, 
by whom they were introduced, but for the conscientious, liberal, and 
noble support of the Whigs, who had only to oppose the Duke, to have 
succeeded him in power, had their votes not been less dictated by public 
principle. We have been accused of acting with a party spirit. I would 
ask what spirit of a political party have we exhibited ? (a voice, '' the 
spirit of Whiggism," (laughter). Personal intemperance marks a weak 
and fallen cause, but ours is not of that description. It is indicated in 
the proceedings of the regular old ultra Tories, — that notorious party 
which would never have conceded the test and corporation acts, and which 
has never yet forgiven the Duke of Wellington for that greatest and 
best action of his life, the carrying of catholic emancipation {laughter and 
applause), and thus relieving millions of our fellow.subjects from Ian. 
guishing in political bondage {roars of laughter) under those disabilities 
which so long and so cruelly debarred tnem from obtaining just and honour, 
able distinction ; that party which views with secret dissatisfaction the host 
of Catholic talent which is about to exercise the elective franchise in 
favour of liberal principles ('^ we want no O'Connells"), But, gentlemen, 
I must conclude [hear), I call upon you to support, with all your strength, 
the cause we have espoused. I call upon you to aid the election of the 
reform candidates as loyal subjects to their King, as firm supporters of a 
liberal, an enlightenea, and a reforming government, based upon the 
institutions of the country, institutions which the Whigs themselves never 
contemplate but with feelings of reverence and veneration {cheers and 
disapprobation). 

WILLIAM ORD, Esq., then presented himself and was received 
with loud cheers and disapprobation. He spoke nearly as follows : — 

Gentlemen, — After the manner in which I have been called on by a 
numerous body of the Electors of the Southern Division of the County to 
represent them in Parliament, and the numerous opportunities I have had 
already of publicly expressing my political opinions and principles, and 
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especially after the length of time I had a seat in Parliament^ during 
which my opinions and principles have been brought to that best of all tests 
— experience^ it will be unnecessary for me to enter into any great detail 
of my political sentiments ; they are or at least may be known to you all 
(hear, hear). I must^ however, touch upon those points on which I rest 
my claim for your support ; although a friend of mine, — whom although 
not politically so, I trust I may call my friend (Captain Coulson) — ^has 
said that we ought not to engage in a discussion that may lead to a dif- 
ference (a laugh). If so, I know not for what purpose we are here 
assembled. I maintain that we are here not for the purpose of ascertaining 
which is the most sincere and upright of the three candidates, but to 
determine whose principles and whose opinions you most approve. Gentle- 
men, I do consider that the contest which is about to take place, is not 
merely whether Mr. Bell or myself shall have the honour of representing 
this division of the county ; that I look upon as a question of minor con- 
sideration, but I view it as a contest of public opinion and of public 
principle ; it is the conflict of two great parties in the state. On the one 
side you see ranged that old Tory party which has for half a century had 
the government of the country in their own hands ; and they are now 
making the most violent, though I am happy to say ineffectual, effort to 
regain that terrestial paradise from which, to their great surprise and still 
greater indignation, they have been banished {laughter and applause). 
That party you well know have brought thirty years of war and eight 
hundred millions of debt upon the country, and are still the upholders of 
every abuse (hisses). Where, I would ask, is the abomination for which 
they have not fought to the last moment ? (" that's not true" and cheers). 
On the other hand you see ranged the party who have all along fought 
the battles of the people, who have wrung from their reluctant opponents 
every measure of importance that has savoured of civil and religious 
liberty (hear, hear). And, gentlemen, it is not only on account of their 
conduct when in opposition to ministers that I claim for them the meed 
of your approbation, but I am enabled to direct your attention to their 
conduct when in ofiice as deserving of your applause. To a Whig 
administration you are indebted for the reform bill (cheers, and a voice, 
" and also for the Dutch war" — laughter). A preceding speaker (Mr. 
Bell) has observed that the present government acknowledged that so 
many reforms had been effected by former administrations that nothing 
more could be effected. I believe that was the expression used. 

Mr. BELL, — I did not say reforms. I said retrenchment in some 
departments. 

Mr. ORD continued Well, we will take the subject of retrenchment, 

and have a word or two about that (hear, hear, and cheers J. And, I 
would ask, what was the first act of the present Ministry, when they came 
into office ? To reduce their own salaries (loud cheers, and a voice 
** Remember the Grey List"). Shew me the administration that began 
by reducing their own salaries. But what other savings have they effected. 
In one year by a reduction of places and pensions they diminished the 
expenditure £234,000, {several voices — " Jrhat have they done with the 
Grey List ?" followed by much laughter). Greater reductions have taken 

Slace since, and more are in progress. But what further has this nothing, 
oing administration accompbshed ? Did they not cut down the pension 
list one-half .5^ (" aye, and added the Grey List"). First of all, be it 
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rem^ked^ they caused this list to be produced in spite of the Tories^ 
who wished to conceal it from the public ( '' they want to conceal the Grey 
List from the public" —laughter). One of the first acts of the government 
was to bring the civil list of his Majesty before the House and reduce it, 
and it is their intention to cause it to undergo annual criticism, and, 
therefore, I trust, annual reduction. But now I come to the last work of 
this administration who have done nothing. They have taken off eight 
millions of taxes — [great applause,) — and reduced the estimates for the 
public service by upwards of two millions (a voice — " And laid on 
the Grey List*'), I don't deny that the Duke of Wellington's was a 
retrenching and a reforming government (clieers). I admit it was — 
{hear, hear) — ^but upon that very ground I claim additional credit for the 
present government, who have actually accomplished so much more in the 
way of retrenchment {cheers). Having described the two parties which 
are now opposed to each other, I leave you to judge of the respective 
merits of both ; and to one or the other you must give your sanction and 
support. [^Here the rain, which had come down smartly for some time, 
increased to a deluge, but the people remained firm.] Mr. Ord continued. 
Gentlemen, — I am sorry to detain you in this inclement state of the 
weather, but I feel the imperative necessity of adverting briefly to one or 
two of those subjects which will engage the attention of the ensuing 
Parliament. One of the abuses towards which I feel the greatest objec- 
tion is the existence of negro slavery. If I am returned to Parliament, 
I shall vote for the most speedy abolition of slavery consistently with the 
safety of the colonies {cheers). Another subject which no doubt deeply 
interests the public feeling is church reform {hear, hear). My honourable 
friend who proposed me, alluded to the subject, and said he believed I 
was a most sincere friend to the establishment. He was perfectly right. 
I look upon the church as our best protection from infidenty on the one 
hand, and wild fanaticism on the other, and it is precisely because I am 
a friend to it that I wish to strip it of its abuses which render it but little 
respected in the eyes of the country {applause). It is impossible to 
look on the present system of paying tithes without perceiving it to be 
highly injurious, and, therefore, that most objectionable mode of paying 
the clergy you must get *rid of. The subject of pluralities and non- 
residence is one of considerable importance, and a remedy must be found 
for these abuses. It is not only to the church that the principles of the 
Reform Bill require to be applied, but also in a great degree to the abuses 
of our system of law, and I trust the attention of the government will be 
early directed to enable the poor man to have cheap law, and speedy 
justice. There is another subject to which I would allude, one that has 
been made the ground of attack upon me personally. I have been repre. 
sented as being unfavourable to the agricultural interest {hear, hear, 
and ^' that's true"). The absurdity of this charge I should have 
considered its own refutation. Is it likely that a person whose every 
farthing in the world depended on the agricultural interest would be very 
anxious to destroy that on which he himself subsists } C cheers J. But, 
Gentlemen, if to believe that the present system of Corn Laws is injurious 
to the fermers* interests by raising the price of the labourer's food is 
sufiUcient to justify a charge of hostmty to the agricultural interests, than 
I must plead guilty to that charge. My opinion is further, that an 
infinitely better mode would be to impose a fixed but very moderate duty 
on the importation of foreign corn. I hope I am not misunderstood. I 
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think it would require no great time or ingenuity to show that nothing 
is so fatally absurd as to suppose that you can prop up any great interest 
in the state by measures tnat are injurious to the general prosperity 
idisapprobatum), I beg you to consider the effects of a high price of 
food on the great mass of the nation. It must either immediately produce 
great misery and distress amongst the labouring poor^ an effect which we 
must look at with horror, as it must raise the price of labour, and if by 
this the prosperity of the manufactories of Birmingham, Sheffield, and 
Leeds were to be affected, it would puzzle greater wits than the ^^ farmers* 
frifends" to find them a market for their productions {laughter and cheers)* 
I should next advert to the subject of free trade. On this point as well 
as upon almost every other, Mr. Bell and myself are destined to differ as 
iax as the poles. He says the doctrine of free trade is abominable. I 
don't ask him to take my opinion on this subject {laughter from Mr. Bell 
and his friends). I would simply ask him who have been such great 
supporters of free trade as his friends Sir Robert Peel and the Duke of 
Wellington ? Since the first introduction of the wise and beneficial 
measure of Mr. Huskisson and Lord Wallace^ there has not been a man 
of intelligence, whether Whig or Tory, that has not come to the exami. 
nation of the subject without being convinced of the utility of free trade 
(peals of laughter) ; and if the Tories were to return to office to morrow, 
I believe that the principles of free trade would not go back one inch 
{hear, hear). I shall now. Gentlemen, only once more call you attention 
to the state of this great and important contest. You have to judge 
between two parties, and it remains for you to give the important sanction, 
of your approbation to one or the other. If you admire the holy alliance 
— ^if you prefer the Duke of Wellington to Earl Grey — if you wish to 
prevent the least atom of improvement in the system of our law adminis- 
tration — ^if you wish that the state of things under which the Tories say 
we have so long prospered — but I think they mean under which they have 
so long prospered^ — should continue — ^if you think that oursystem of govern- 
ment is perfect, and admits of no improvement, you must not vote for me, 
that I can tell you ; but if you feel any gratitude for those who have won 
for you the great new charter of your liberties — if you feel anxious for 
the further progress of liberal government, and for the privilege of cheap 
and speedy justice, then I have a right to expect that you will give me 
your support, and I confidently believe that you will return me as one of. 
your representatives {the hon. gentleman retired amidst cheers and 
disappr^ation). 

The High Sheriff then took a show of hands, which was declared to be 
in favour of Messrs. Beaumont and Ord. A poll was demanded by 
Captain Coulson, for Mr. Bell, which was fixed for Thursday. 

Mr. BEAUMONT then proposed, and Mr. BELL seconded, a vote 
of thanks to the High Sheriff, which was carried by acclamation. 

The candidates and their friends then repaired to their respective inns. 
Mr. Bell dined with about] 200 honest yeomen, who had repaired to 
Hexham, to welcome him. His health was drank, as well as that of 
several of his nrincipal supporters, all of whom made suitable acknow- 
ledgments. Mr. Bell, in returning the compliment, expressed himself in 
confident terms as to the triumphant issue of the contest for the cause of 
'* independence." 
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THURSDAY— FIRST DAY'S POLL. 

This morning the entire Southern Division presented an animated 
appearance— vehicles of every description were in requisition in all direc- 
tions^ conveying the electors to the several polling stations. In Newcastle^ 
all was bustle during the entire day, and the greatest anxiety was evinced 
to know the result of the poll during the interval in which it was not 
officially announced. At Hexham, where Mr. Beaumont's mushroom 
annuitants had to vote, a forcible possession was taken by that party of 
the booths, and it was not until they had polled their strength that Mr. 
Bell's voters could obtain the privilege of exercising their franchise. The 
following is a summary of voting at each station on the conclusion of the 
first day, from which it will be seen that the battle was well contested: —

SECOND DAY— FRIDAY. 

As the final struggle approached great anxiety and apprehension was 
evinced by the coalition. They had exhausted their strong holds^ and 
were struck with amazement that, after all their efforts on the first day, 
Mr. Bell should be second on the poll. But they were nearly frantic 
when they observed that, during the morning, Mr. Bell continued to 
improve his vantage ground, and Mr. Beaumont started off to North 
Shields to fetch up some wavering voters in his own carriage. The 
numbers polled at the different stations this day were declared as follows :

The result, although it could not be officially announced until 
Monday, threw the coalition camp into ^^ most admired disorder ;" inas. 
much as it was impossible to gainsay or deny it. The rejection of Mr. . 
Ord was most pathetically bewailed by Mr. Losh from the windows of 
the Central Committee Koom. The success of Mr. Bell was said to 
furnish an additional argument for the un-English and cowardly mode of 
adopting the ballot-box ; and Mr. Beaumont was urged to express his 
sentiments upon this and the question of short parliaments ; but the Hon. 
Member, to the surprise and indignation of the Radical portion of " the 
Central Committee," manfully avowed his determination to resist both 
those innovations, should they be " agitated" in a reformed parliament. 



PROCEEDINGS ON THE 

CONCLUSION OF THE ELECTION. 



This election was concluded on Monday December 24, at Hexham^ in 
a manner which must have been highly gratifying to every lover of sound 
constitutional principles. 

It had been previously announced that the High-Sheriff would hold 
an adjourned County Court in the Town-Hall^ for the purpose of summing 
up the several poll.books^ which^ having done> he would at eleven o'clock^ 
proceed to the hustings^ in the Market-place^ for the purpose of announc- 
mg the number of votes for each candidate^ and declaring upon whom 
the choice of the electors had fallen. 

Accordingly^ at the appointed time, the court was opened with the 
requisite formalities, and the several poll-books, which had oeen forwarded 
to the Sheriff, sealed up, in compbance with the terms of the Reform 
Act, were then opened, and the votes were cast up. The official result

Whilst this was going on, the partisans of Mr. Beaumont and Mr. 
Bell were rolling into the town from all directions, the number of Mr. 
Bell's friends greatly preponderating. A general invitation having been 
given to the friends of Mr. Bell to a public breakfast at Stamp Brooks- 
bank's, Esq., the Hermitage, with whom Mr. and Mrs. Bell and family 
had resided during the week, a procession of nearly 30 carriages, with a 
number of gentlemen on horseback, attended Mr. Bell from thence to 
Hexham, as on the day of nomination. Mr. Beaumont also came in 
procession. They were loudly cheered by their respective friends as they 
took up their positions, Mr. Beaumont on the right of the High-Sheriff's 
box, and Mr. Bell on the left. 

The HIGH-SHERIFF shortly afterwards went upon the hustings, 
and after silence had been proclaimed, spoke as follows : — Gentlemen, 
it now becomes my duty to make known to you the result of the two days' 
polling. The books have been summed up in open court, and I now 
aeclare the numbers to be : — 

For Mr. Beaumont 2637 

For Mr. Bell 2441 

ForMr. Ord 2361 

(Loud appluuse). It only therefore remains for me to declare that 
Thomas Wentworth Beaumont, Esq., and Matthew Bell, Esq., are 
duly elected representatives for the Southern Division of the county of 
Northumberland (Umd cheers). 
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Mr. BEAUMONT then presented himself, and was greeted with 
cheers from his party^ and hisses from his opponents. He said^ — Gen- 
tlemen^ I shall beg your attention for a very few moments. It is now 
my painful duty to thank the electors of Northumberland for beating 
the Keformers (cheers) ; and in discharging to the best of my humble 
ability^ that painful duty, I have mixed with it a feeling of high pleasure^ 
because I believe it is the last time I shall have to discharge it (cheers). 
I acknowledge, candidly, our defeat upon this occasion, but I look forward 
triumphantly to the next ; for I tell you the Southern Division of 
Northumberland will never be easy till there shall be two of one party 
or two of the other (cheers). To talk of gratitude to the electors of 
Northumberland, for their votes, would be the greatest hypocrisy I could 
be guilty of. To mention my gratitude to them for their good wishes, is 
a candid, expression of my feelings. We shall see on another occasion 
whether the electors of Northumberland can or can not do what they like 
with their own (laughter, mingled with cheering). Gentlemen, I am 
not going to dilate upon that topic, because I sincerely wish this day to 
terminate without excitement, without disturbance (hear). There was 
one expression of Mr. Bell's, in his speech last Monday, which gave me the 
greatest pleasure, and it was this : he said, that in this town he had met 
with no insult whatever ; he had found even the greatest courtesy and 
good will (hear, hear, from Mr. Bell). I rejoice in it, and may it 
continue. Continue that courtesy for your own sakes, and if you will 
allow me to ask a favour, continue it for mine (reiterated cheering). 
I very much regret that my friend Mr. Ord, is not able to attend 
to-day, in order to return thanks to those electors who supported 
him. I am sure you will forgive his absence when you know that it is 
•occasioned by the fatigue he has gone through, and the anxiety he has 
experienced during the election (cheers). I feel no fatigue, no anxiety 
for the past ; only sdme anxiety for the future. I now return my hearty 
thanks to the electors of Hexham in particular, who so nobly supportecl 
the cause of Reform (cheers). I thank the electors who have wished to 
Reform ; I thank those who have supported me ; and I sincerely trust 
that on another occasion Reform and Reformers will be at the head of the 
poll (applause). 

Mr. BELL came forward, amidst the vociferous cheering of his nume. 
rous friends, and hisses from the coalition party. When the noise had 
:8ubsided, he said — Gentlemen, Brother Electors, I can assure you that 
I cannot express the feelings of gratitude which are impressed upon my 
imind upon the present occasion (cheers). After a severe and arduous 
contest, through the honest and independent suffirages of my Brother 
Electors, I have been placed in the proud situation of one of the repre- 
sentatives of this division of the county. Gentlemen, upon the present 
occasion it is not my wish to indulge in any unseemly feeling of exulta- 
tion ; it is not my wish to touch upon topics of party difference. Our 
triumph has been achieved by the exertions of men of all parties, who 
were united for one object — ^the establishment of the independence of the 
county of Northumberland (loud cheers). Gentlemen, I have so recently 
stated to you firom hence my opinions and views upon those subjects 
which are likely to come under the consideration of parliament, that 
it is not necessary for me, upon the present occasion, to detain you 
with a repetition. I hope and trust, that at no very distant day, tran. 
quillity will be restored at home and abroad ; that the interests of this 
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great country^ commercial and agricultural^ will once more revive and 
flourish ; ancL^ above all things, that parties, forgetting political differences^ 
\irill unite in establishing the iinances of the country^ and promoting the 
prosperity of the people {long continued cheering). Gentlemen^ the very 
peaceable manner in which this election has been carried on at the diffe- 
rent polling places, reflects the highest credit upon the inhabitants of the 
southern division of Northumberland, and must indeed be most gratifying 
to all the friends of order and good government (hear). When I first 
came among you here, I was told that this was the enemies' country ; but, 
gentlemen, I assure you, on my honour, that I have not found it so ; for 
since I have had the honour of being among you, I have uniformly met 
at your hands with treatment the most courteous and considerate, and 
which I shall not readily forget {cheers). The honourable gentleman 
who has just addressed you has told you that he must have another 
reformer in as well as himself. I will not permit my honourable friend 
quietly to put in another member ; and I can assure him, that whenever 
he makes the attempt, I shall be again at my post, and he will be again 
defeated {loud cheers). Gentlemen, I assure you that from this day I 
will bury in oblivion all animosities that have arisen out of this contest ; 
I will only remember the friendly exertions that have been made in sup- 
port of our cause ; I will only recollect the marks of strong attachment 
which have been shown to me by the great body of electors ; and in order 
to evince my gratitude, I ^vill endeavour to serve you with diligence, 
fidelity, and strict independence. {Loud shouts of applause). 

After a pause, of some minutes duration, 

JAMES LOSH, Esq., presented himself, and said — Gentlemen, it 
seems your will that I should speak, and as it is so, I will say a very few 
words to you. (" Put on your hat.'*) Thank you, gentlemen — {Mr. 
Losh put his hat on) — I obey you in every thing you bid me. {Mr. Losh 
paused some moments on account of the noise.) If it be your will to hear 
the few words I have to say to you, have the goodness to — {increased 
noise on the left of the hustings) — I understand it ; it is not meant, and 
I am satisfied. Gentlemen, you may be quite sure that I will not imitate 
Mr. Bell ; if I cannot be heard, I will not speak in dumb show. {Cheers, 
in the midst of which a band of music commenced playing.) If it be the 
will of those gentlemen to hear me, I am content ; if not, I understand 
you. I, gentlemen, can have no reason to complain, because I think if 
Mr. Bell's p»rty were disposed to follow your example, which is a bad 
one, they would be entitled by the law of retaliation, to prevent me from 
saying one word to you. I have no doubt they will do so, and I feel 
quite content. {A gentleman near Mr. Bell called out, ^^ Silence, allow Mr. 
Losh to speak;** — after which he was allowed to proceed, with occasional 
interruptions from his own party as well as that of Mr. BelL) He said. 
Gentlemen, I have no wish to say one word to you ; nor was it my inten- 
tion to do so until you called upon me to speak to you ; and I will tell 
you why. If I had heard a syllable which Mr. Bell said, I should, per- 
haps, have heard something which I might have thought it right to have 
addressed you upon ; but I did not, and therefore I cannot answer any 
observation of his. Having been called upon to speak, there is one topic 
to which I will call your attention for a few minutes. Had my friend 
Mr. Bigge been here, he would have explained it more fully ; but he is 
confined by a calamity which I deeply lament, as it deprives me for a 
time of his company, and, therefore, in his absence I will say a few words 
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to you^ and they shall be but few^ upon that subject. Oentlemen^ Mr. 
Bigge and many other persons thought it their duty^ as soon as the 
Reform Bill had passed^ to bring forward and to support two reformers 
in the Southern Division of Northumberland. For that purpose what 
steps did they take ? They called upon the division^ or rather the divi- 
sion called upon them^ and they selected for that purpose two gentlemen^ 
to whom I will venture to say (and in the hearing of many gentlemen on 
the other side) that they can state no objection whatever. And these 
gentlemen were brought forward by whom? By 1500 voters of this 
county^ who voluntarily signed a paper^ and called upon them to come 
forward. At what period was that ? Had Mr. Bell come forward then ? 
Where^ then^ was the coalition which has been talked of? {Hear, and 
hisses.^ Talked of ; but where has it been talked of ? Never where it 
could be answered. It has been talked of not in words^ but in printed 
speeches. I would like to hear that person who would venture to call 
the meeting of persons who signed the requisition a coalition. ('^ ^^^ 
formed it (merrvards") Who coalesced ? Mr. Beaumont and Mr« Ord ? 
No such thing. It was the people who called upon them to come for- 
ward (hear, hear). They had no wish to come forward, but they were 
considered proper persons ; and were selected by an immense majority of 
this division of the county. I assert this upon my credit ; I state the 
fact, and I know it to be so. Let us go one step further : what was done 
upon that ? Mr. Bell, who I admit had a perfect right to do so, came 
forward also. For what reason did Mr. Bell come forward ? I ask you 
the question ; can any of you tell ? There were two reformers already ; 
we could not have had three. If it had been an Unicom Election, Mr. 
Bell would have been a proper man to have put in front of it {hear, and 
cheers). But as there could only be two, I know no reason upon earth 
why Mr. Bell should be one of those two. That is the true history of 
this notable coalition. There is nothing further about it. Mr. Bell 
wished to come forward as a reformer ; and thinking Mr. Ord not forward 
enough, he not being able to speak, being the '^ Suent Orator," as they 
say, and Mr. Bell being abundant in speech, like a gallant knight in the 
cause of reform, wooed the lady he was in love with, and would allow no 
one to come forward, being determined, as he said, to be a-head of Mr. 
Beaumont. In one thing, at least, he was a little mistaken : Mr. Beau- 
mont is at the head of the poll, and I trust he will always be so {cheers). 
What steps were taken when Mr. Bell came forward ? The reformers 
canvassed the county in the only proper manner ; not by the candidates ; 
not by any one who had authority from the candidates to solicit or to 
threaten ; not by throwing public-houses open — ^but by a simple applica- 
tion to the electors, as soon as it was ascertained who were electors. The 
result was a large majority in favour of the reformers. I, therefore, until 
a late period, trusting in the honour and fidelity of my countrymen, 
believed that Mr. Ord would be returned. I am an old electioneerer ; I 
have been at thirty-five elections ; I have seen all sorts of corruptions, 
but I never knew above five per cent, of the promises broken, either at 
Berwick-upon-Tweed or Durham, till this election ; and I now declare, 
that more than ten per cent, of the promises given have been violated in 
the most shameless manner that human beings can do it. {Cries from 
the left of the hustings, " By whom ?" ^' By which side ?") I will ven- 
ture to tay, that if this election had taken place in the worst times of 
Berwick-upon.Tweed or of Durham, we must httve succeeded, from the 
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promises we had. Old as I am in electioneerings I take no shame to 
myself for the result. I thought it was impossible ; and it was not our 
faulty but the faulty I am sorry to say^ of the people of Northumberland. 
Gentlemen^ I have stated to you the course that was pursued on our side. 
With respect to myself I will say^ that I never askea the vote of a person 
over whom I had the slightest influence {cheers and laughter), I per- 
ceive the sneers of the persons on the other side^ and I know how to treat 
them. They suppose^ perhaps^ that I have no interest, and perhaps they 
are right ; but I have not lived for thirty-five years among you \f ithout 
doing some acts of kindness to individuals^ which may nave attached 
them to me ; and I declare> upon my honour^ that I should have been 
ashamed to ask a vote of any person over whom I had the slightest influ- 
ence^ for either of the canmdates. I am^ and have been^ at all times^ 
ready at any election to give my advice to those who ask it ; but I repeat 
that I should think myself disgraced if I exercised any influence of any 
description over any man's conscience, {duestion,) And I will tell you 
why. I do think it as solemn an obligation upon a voter to discharge his 
duty according to the best of his knowledge and skilly and according to 
his conscience^ as it is to abstain from thieving^ or any other crime. I 
have no hesitation in sayings that any person who breaks his promise^ and 
who votes contrary to his conscience^ if he were not deterrea by the fear 
of the hangman or of the stocks^ would knock me on the head^ or he 
would pick my pocket {cheers). What shall I say^ then^ of the landlords 
or of persons m power — ^what shall we say of those persons who are influ- 
ential and powerful — of dukes^ of lords^ of bishops^ or corporations^ I 
care not which — ^what shall we say of them^ if they induce others to violate 
their promises ? I would not screen the men ; they deserve punishment ; 
but I have always been of opinion that the receiver is nearly as bad as the 
thief {cheers). And from my earliest years^ I speak it aloud^ I 
have been taught to believe that the man who mstigates another 
to the commission of any disgraceful crime> is himself guilty of that 
crime. I will not go further into this subject ; it is a subject which^ 
I trusty will not be forgotten. I trust a great moral example will be 
afforded^ and that it shall not be the fault of many persons I could name^ 
if that moral example is not held up to public indignation and contempt. 
I say^ and I say it fearlessly^ that acts of a description^ {interruption)^^ 
Gentlemen^ I wish it to be understood that I name no one^ and I wish 
to name no one. If» hereafter^ things can be established^ as I believe 
they will be — {cheers) — ^their names will be brought forward in a much 
fitter place than here^ and upon a much fitter occasion — a place which 
will be more solemn to them perhaps^ and more public to the country. 
I do say that it is quite impossible this election could have been lost to 
Mr. Ord^ unless some measures have been pursued which ought not to 
have been^ and which I hope will be duly exposed. But^ Gentlemen^ 
do not let us despair ; even Berwick-upon-Tweed and Durham have 
recovered their characters ; they have become honest, and have returned 
honest reformers. I hope and trust that there is room for repentance 
even here. No doubt that you were ten per cent, worse than even they ; 
no doubt that corruption has walked with more giant strides amongst you 
than even there ; but still if you become repentant^ I trust your repentance 
will be received. The learned gentleman then proceeded to examine the dif- 
ferent qualifications in his usual loquacious manner. Having alluded to the 
prominent feature which recommended the coalition candi£ites> he said^ I 
come to a delicate part of my subject^ but from which I shall not shrink* 
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I have spoken of Mr. Beaumont who has been placed at the head of the 
poll, ana of Mr. Ord, who has been rejected ; I will now speak of Mr. 
Bell, who has been accepted. Of him you may be sure I will not say 
one word that can hurt his feelings, or of any one connected with him. I 
once had the honour of his acquaintance, and he appeared to me to 
be a sensible, well-informed man, of gentlemanly manners, because he 
was frank and courteous in his manner, and they always make a 
man a gentleman. He appeared to me to have an acute understanding, 
and an intimate knowledge of business. That is the opinion which I 
had of him, when I had the honour of his acquaintance. How I ceased 
to have it I do not know. But, Gentlemen, are these the qualifications 
that are required in these times ? These are an admirable foundation. 
Mr. Bell would have made an exceedingly good representative of this 
county, if he had not had the misfortune to differ, upon every political 
subject of importance, from nearly every one of the electors (loud cheers, 
together with marks of disapprobation), I don't mean to speak disre- 
spectfully of the Tories as a body ; many of my most intimate and best 
friends are of that description. Many of the Gentlemen with whom I 
have lived in habits of intimacy are clergymen of the church of England, 
and Tories also. But that is no reason why I should speak of their 
politics with less energy. Every thing in my profession that brings with 
it honour or advantages I have received from the Tories ; I have derived 
all my honours from the Tories, but that will not affect my opinion of 
their fitness to rule and govern this country. I shall speak of th&h 
neither with more vehemence nor more respect than I think they deserve. 
What are Mr. Bell's opinions ? I have stated to you that they are 
the direct contrary of those of the people of this county. To-day I have 
not heard them. I don't blame him for that ; I take shame to ourselves 
for it ; but I was more fortunate a little while ago. I heard him 
addressing the electors. He was then canvassing for votes ; he is now 
your member ; his language might now be different. First of all, he then 
said he was a good reformer — (cheers) — that he was as anxious for 
reform as any of you ; but he did not condescend to tell us what sort of 
reform he meant. I will supply that chasm (interruption), I will 
supplv that part of Mr. Bell's speech for the time, and I am quite sure 
I shall have his approbation for doing so. I believe Mr. Bell to be an 
honest man ; he is known by the name, which he so well deserves, of 
*^ Honest Matthew Bell ;" and I therefore believe, that his reform will 
be of this description — that as soon as he is in Parliament, if he can mus- 
ter a few to support him, he will try to defeat the Reform Bill altogether 
(laughter). It is impossible he can do otherwise. Mr. Bell is an 
honest man. I could argue it logically. He has opposed all measures of 
reform in the House of Commons. He hates Schedule A.; he detests Sche- 
dule B, and holds every other part of the Bill in equal abhorrence. 
Giving him credit for sincerity and consistency, I look forward to his first 
motion in the House of Commons, and I expect to hear in about a fort - 
night or three weeks of his having moved for a repeal of the Beform Bill. 
He cannot help it (much laughter,') Mr. Losh then adverted to other 
parts of Mr. Bell's speech, in the same ludicrous manner, and afterwards 
alluded to the charge against Lord Durham, of having expended £60,000 
of the public money in a family jaunt to Petersburgh, and gave it a flat 
denial. Whilst he was speaking on this point, Mr. Bell's friends inti- 
mated that they did not hear him. He said he did not care for that ; 
they Would hear of it through the press; they would see it in the Journal 
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two or three days hence. He would however tell them that Lord 
Durham was an individual of noble and delicate principles ; one who 
was not a " new " reformer, but an " old " reformer. He had been 
employed by government on a very delicate mission, and he had obtained 
great and important benefits, and the country would not be saddled with 
a great expense (peals of laughter). The Learned Gentleman then 
indulged in a violent attack upon the Newcastle Journal which had 
excited his hatred by the support it had given Mr. Bell's cause during 
the canvass and contest, and concluded thus : — " You called on me to 
address you, I have done so. I have stated my opinions, perhaps some, 
what too much at length ; but I will say that the principles proiessed by 
Mr. Bell, sounding as they may be, will not be heard in the din of war 
likely to sound in the first rerormed house of Parliament. I think he 
will scarcely support a falling party, and he will scarcely return back to 
this county in triumph, again to defeat a Reformer, whatever source of 
triumph he and his friends may enjoy this day. I now retire ; I am 
afraid the elements are unfavourable, and it will, perhaps, be the wisest 
thing for us all to get quickly home C cheers J, 

Mr. BELL again stood forward, and was loudly cheered. He said — 
Brother Electors : I have not had the advantage of hearing the whole of 
the speech of the Learned Gentleman who has just addressed you. I 
have, however, heard part of it ; and I have heard such part of it as 
would lead me to believe that instead of being an old electioneerer, as he 
tells you, he is a very young electioneerer ; for the Learned Gentleman 
seems not to have sustained his defeat with that equanimity which I 
expected from him C hear J, He has been pleased to call me a new 
reformer. I will go a great deal further, and I will tell you that I am 
an old reformer. I am as good a reformer as the Learned Gentleman 
himself, and I will tell you why I am — because I have thrown open the 
Southern Division of Northumberland, which that Learned Gentleman 
and his friends wished to make a close borough f Zowc? cheers J. 

The HIGH-SHERIFF then declared the court adjourned to the 
Moot-Hall, for the purpose of signing the indenture of the return. 

Mr. BEAUMONT said, before they separated he would beg to move 
a vote of thanks which he was sure would meet with the hearty concur- 
rence of every one present ; it was a vote of thanks to their worthy High 
Sheriff for his steady and impartial conduct during the late struggle. He 
was quite sure that when it nad been seconded, it would be carried by 
the hearty acclamations of the multitude (hear J, 

Mr. BELL begged to second the motion, and it was adopted without 
a dissentient voice. 

The HIGH-SHERIFF and his attendants then returned to the 
Moot. Hall, when the indenture of the return was duly signed. 

The ceremony of chairing the Members took place immediately after 
the Court had been dissolved. Mr. Beaumont was in a close carriage, 
preceded and followed by some hundreds of pedestrians, bearing about 
a score white and orange flags, whilst Mr. Bell was seated in an open 
carriage, under a canopy of heath and blue ribbons, and was accompa. 
nied by a splendid cavalcade of horsemen, and a number of ladies and 
gentlemen m carriages, some of them drawn by four horses, and all 
richly adorned with the fieivours of their favourite candidate. The most 
perfect order prevailed, though there were occasionally slight ebullitions 
of party feeling. Nothing could exceed the enthusiasm with which Mr. 
Bell was received when he ab'ghted from his carriage.
